CHAPLAIN’ MORTALLY. WOUNDED | 


Official Revélations Before Assembling

ST. PETERSBURG, Dec. 5.—An official 


statement issued from naval headquarters 
gives Vice Admiral Rojestvensky’s latest 
account of the Dogger Bank affair and ex- 
plains how the Baltic fleet fired on_ its 
own ships, The statement is as follows: 


“ According to supplementary ‘informa- 
tion from Vice Admiral Rojestvensky con- 
cerning the North Sea incident of Oct. 2i, 
efter the Kniaz Souvaroff ceased firing 
two searchlights of the Dmitri Donskol 
and Aurora suddenly appeared on the left 
of the fronclad division. The Dmitri Don- 
skoi showed night signals, whereupon, fear- 
ing projectiles from the hindmost ships of 
our division. would hit our own vessels, 
either directly or by ricochet, a general 
signal to cease fire was made from the 


Souvaroff, The order was at once obeyed. 

“The whole firing lasted less than ten 
minutes. Communications by wireless 
stated that five projectiles strack the Au- 
some ricocheting and .others hitting 
direct. Three were 75 milimetre and two 
47 millimetre shells. The Chaplain of the 
Aurora was seriously injured and a petty 
efficer was slightly wounded. The Chap- 
lain subséquently succumbed at Tangier.”

LONDON, Dec. 6.—The arrival of a St. 
Petersburg dispatch stating that the Rus- 
sian Naval Headquarters Staff announce 
that the Aurora of thé Baltic fleet was 
struck by Russian shells: in the affair of 
the Dogger Bank astonishes nobody. 

It has been expected for a long time that 
such an a&mission would be made before 
the meeting of the Inquiry Commission. 

From the day when the first intimation 
was given to the world in a cablegram 
from London to THE NEw YorK TIMBs that 
the Russians undoubtedly fired on their 
own ships off the Dogger Bank no doubt 
has been expressed anywhere except at St. 
Petersburg that-such was the case. It has 
been felt that’ the Russians would make 
an admission to this effect as soon as they 
could arrange their story. 

The impression their story is likely to 
produce is shownefairly well in an editorial 
in The Times, which says: 

“ Plainly, the @amdage to the Aurora was 
done before she showed her searchlight. 
Russia has hardly established a reputation 
fors fiaval gunnery in this war, but it is 
difficult to believe that five shots struck 
the “Aurora unless they were aimed at her. 
No>other Russian vessel suffered serious 
damage.

According to the account by an eye- 
witness in the Novoe Vremya of Nov. 5, 
Admiral Enquist, with the Dmitri Donskoi 
and, the Aurora, had been orderéd to 
stacken speed and wait for the transport 
Kamchatka, which had fallen behind, owing 
to injury to her engines. 

The two cruisers apparently carried out 
their instructions, and the eye-witness goes 
on to relate that in the morning of Oct. 22 
those on board the Souvaroff saw in front 
of.them two long dark silhouettes emitting

He immediately became convinced that 
some one was trying to rob him. He strug- 
gled to his feet and swurg both of his fists 
as fast as he could, punching everybody 
near him. His brother joined in the fight. 
Some of the mien who were assaulted so 
suddenly struck back as soon as they re- 
covered their presence of mind. 

Women screamed and tried to get to the 
rear of the car beyond the struggling men. 
The car was in an uproar, both of the 
Gerkhardts shouting that they were being 
robbed, and the other men endeavoring 
to protect themselves by fighting back. The 
guard. between the cars, Sydney Carter, 
got into the fight and tried to, separate 
the cémbatants, with the resuit’ that» he 
was “badly beaten,’ In the’ shdrt’ time” it

Carter ran forward through the train, and 
when the stop was: made at: thé - station, 
ordered the motorman, Sonn O’Brien, to 
blow the air whistle to summon the police. 
The train crew dragged the Gerkhardts out 
to the platform, and a passerby in the 
street below, hearing the shouts and. cries 
of women from the station platrorm, turned 
in a fire alarm. Besides the firemen, the 
reserves of the Alexander Avenue station re- 
sponded. A south-bound train pulled into 
the station and added its quota ~ the 
crowd already on the platform. 

Police and firemen made short week of 
the fight, and arrested the two Gerkhardts. 
Great difficulty was experienced in taking 
the men down to the street on account of 
the crowds both on the platform and in 
the street, who had been attracted by the 
noise of the fire engines and the whistling 
of the train alarm. 

At the station house Henry C. Schneider 
of 1013 Crotona Avenue made a charge of 
assault against the two Gerkhardts, who 
were locked up. He declared that he had 
been the first man hit, and that there was 
no reason for the assault. By the time 
he got through making his complaint, a doz- 
en other persons came into the station 
house on a similar errand.

BUFFALO BANK IS CLOSED; 
HAD $5,000,000 DEPOSITS 


At Samé Time Its President Re- 
signed from Another Bank. 


RUN ON BOTH INSTITUTIONS 


State Supt. Kilburn Considered Security 
on Half Million Loan as Well 
as Others Uncertain.

BUFEALO,. Dec. 5.—As a result of the | 


run started last week, the doors of the 
German Bank were closed to-day by order 


of Frederick D. Kilburn, State Superin- 
tefident of Banks, and the run on the Ger- 
man-American Bank was renewed. It was 
also announced that Richard Emory, who 
had been President of both institutions, had 
resigned from the German-American Bank. 
Mr. Emory, who formerly lived in | 
Baltimore, came here about six months 
ago, and got control of the stock of the 
German Bank, after getting the controlling 
interest in the German-American. He in- 
tended to consolidate the two banks on 
Jan. 1. He was also closely allied with 
the street railwky interests. 
Superintendent Kilburn said to-day, 
shortly after the closing of the bank, that 
$654,000 had been loaned by the German 
Bank to Arthur S. Appleyard of Brookline, 
Mass., and that while the loans might be 
perfectly good he was not disposed to re- 
gard the collateral as sufficient. This 
paper, in conjunction with notes held in 


Buffalo by men whose affairs are not sat- 
in- 


He closed 


the doors at 11:10 A. M. 
On Thursday last the cashier of the Ger- 
man-American Bank gave out a statement 
in which he criticised the methods of Pres~- | 
ident Emory.and his associates in loaning 
large sums to street railway promoters, in- | 
cluding Mr. Appleyard, on which the sc- 
curity was uncertain. The effect of this 
statement was to cause the withdrawal of 
nearly $1,000,000 from the two institutions 
since Thursday noon. 

Other local banks have protected the 
German-American, and so far it has weath- 
ered the storm. They have refused to sup- 
port similarly the German Bank, and when 
Superintendent Kilburn saw a line at the 
paying teller's window this morning which | 
was constantly growing up to 11 o'clock 
he concluded not to try further to save the 
institution. 

The troubles of the German Bank came 
as a shock to the community. With de- 
positors numbering. 8,000 and deposits ag- 
gregating upward of $5,000,000, the bank 
was regarded as absolutely sound. Re- 
cently the shares of the institution sold at | 
400 per cent. above their par value. 

Representatives of Mr. Appleyard, to 
{whom the; bank had loaned $640,000, arrived 
‘here to-day and-safd that Appleyard would 
‘settle in #ullevery dollar he owed, During 
the day ex-Supreme Court Judge Loren L. 
Lewis was elected to the Presidency of the 
,German-American “to succeéd "“Ridrys “* 

Superintendent Kilburn, in disctissing the 
‘pank’s assets, ‘safd: 

“A great deal of their money is out on 
what might be designated as slow loans. 
The deposits amount to between $5,000,000 
and $6,000,000. About $3,000,000 of that 
sum represents business that should have 
been done with a savings bank rather than 
with a discount bank, it being the accounts 
of small investors.”’ 

Soon after the announcement was made | 
that the German bank had closed the Buf- 
falo Clearing House Association issued a 
statement to the effect that it would 
stand by the German-American Bank and 
meet all Gemands made upon it. In ex- 
plaining why the officials of other banks 
did not announce this decision at a con- 
ference last night, President Clement of 
the Marine National said that it was neces- 
sary fom Mr, Emory to retire before the 
other banks would act.

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WORLD’S FAIR. AWARDS

Company Accused of Violating Law | 
in the Selection of Jurors. | 


COMMISSION WAS IGNORED 


Names Not Submitted to It for Approval 
as Provided by Congress—Approval 
of Premiums Withheld. 


\ST.. LOUIS, Dec. 5.—Charges of fraud 
have. been made in connection with the 
awarding of premiums at the fair which 
closed last week, and until an investigation 
is made the National World's Fair Com- 
mission refuses to approve any awards. 
The matter was made public to-day in a 
letter written by President Thomas H. 
Carten, to Major J. G. Pangborn, Presi- 
dent of the United Exhibitors’ As- 
sociations, in which it was asserted “ that 
most grave and serious charges of corrup- 
tion in connection with the awarding of 
certain premiums” have been filed with 
the National Commission. 

President Carter sent his ultimatum to 
President Frances on Nov. 22, but up to the 
present time no reply has been received, 
and the outcome of the whole matter is 
in doubt. No official seems to know ex- 
actly what will be done-concerning the 
awards, while others seem to think that 
they will have to stand, unconfirmed 
though they are, as the World’s Fair has 
been closed. 

Three or four weeks ago, acéording to 
one story, a representative of one of the 
companies: exhibiting in the Agricultural 
Building approached the representatives 
of two brewing corporations and made a 
proposition to obtain awards for them for 
a specified sum. It was said that $1,500 
was the price of a gold medal, and a much 
higher amount for a grand prize. ‘The 
representatives of one of the brewing 
companies led the representative on until 
he was induced to submit his proposition 
in the presence of other persons. A com- 
plaint was then filed with the National } 
Commission, which in turn referred the | 
matter to the Exposition Company. It ap- 
pears that the Exposition Company or- 
dered an investigation, but could not find 
that. the man who made the offer was on 
any jury or represented any official who 
was involved in the awards; but was | 
merely making the propositions on his vwn 
accord. The company by which he was «m- 
ployed was ordered to dismiss him, and 
thus ended the matter so far as the expo- | 
sition was concerned. 

President Carter in his letter, after quot- } 
ing that part of the act of Congress mak- 
ing an appropriation for the exposition, 
which provides “that the appointment of 
all judges and examiners for the exposition 
and the' awarding of premiums, if any, 
shall.all be done and performed by thé ex- 
position company, subject, however, to the 
approval , of the 
created by Section 2 
as follows:: . 

“ Under the ‘rules adoptad by the com- 
pany and approved by the commission, the 
group jurors were to be appointed by the 
company before Aug. 1, 1904. None of the 
jurors was submitted to the. commission 
for approval_in accordance with the pro- 


vision of the rules and regulations. A.num- 
ber of those wno acted were not submitted 
to the commission for approval until after 
they had. performed their functions and 
departed from the grounds, and. many of 
them have not beén approved. 

‘Most grave and serious charges of cor- 
ruption in connection with the awarding 
of certain premiums have been filed with 
the commission in the form of affidavits 
and otherwise. In view of such charges 
and the failure of the company to observe 
the law in the appointment and submission 
of the jurors for approval by the commission, 
the right of this body to investigate ade- 
quately supported charges of fraud, brib- 
ery, or misconduct amounting to fraud on 
the rt of the persons making or influenc- 
ing awards is maintained by the commis- 
sion to be a duty precedent to the act ap- 
proving awards resting under the burden 
of any such charges. With this view the 
exhibition company takes-issue, and thus 
far has not delivered any of the awards 
to the commission for approval. 

“The awards resting under charges of a 
serious character are fortunately not nu- 
merous, but, regardless of their number, 
the commission has refused, and will con- 
tinue to refuse, to approve them. until the 
charges shall have been fully investigated 
and cleared up. 

“As to the great volume of the awards, 
the commission is and has been prepared 
to act promptly, but up to the present time 
the company has not presented to the com- 
mission any award for approval.”’

RECEIVER TO CALL ON HIM 


Denial Issued by Mr. Carnegie—Presi= 
dent of Wrecked Bank Talks 
of Mrs. Chadwick.

CLEVELAND, Dec. 5.—The Federal aue 


thorities have determined to probe the case 
of Mrs. Cassie L. Chadwick to the very 


bottom, They have taken steps to serve 
subpoenas on Andrew Carnegie and on Mrs. 


Chadwick, Subpoenas will also be served 
on other persons who are believed to know 
something about this strange affair. 
Frank Lyons, receiver for the Citizens’ 
National Bank of Obelin, left for New York 


on the Lake Shore Railway at 5:45 o’clock 
this evening. Mr. Lyons carried with him 
two notes signed with the name “ Andrew — 
Carnegie,” one for $500,000 and the other ~ 

for $250,000, found in the Oberlin Bank... : 

He will make a strenuous effort to get 
at the truth concerning the signature On 
the papers. His visit to New York will en- 
tail a call upon Andrew Carnegie. From 
Mr. Carnegie’s own lips the receiver will 
attempt to learn the truth of the matter. 

The Government authorities are of the 
opinion that the presence of Andrew Car- 
negie at the Federal investigation of the 
case is absolutely essential to the clearing 
up of the transactions of Mrs. Chadwick. 

If the signature of Andrew Carnegie, at- 
tached to the note, is genuine, the Govern- — 
ment authorities want to know why the 
claims are not settled and the affairs of the 
Oberlin bank straightened out. Andrew, 
Carnegie has said through his Secretary 
that he never had any dealings with Mrs. 
Chadwick. He will be asked to explain in 
court all that he knows concerning the ap- 
pearance of his name upon the notes, if he 
knows anything about it. 

The note for $250,000 bearing the name of 
Andrew Carnegie is indorsed on the back 
by C. L. Chadwick, and reads as follows: 

Jan. 7, 1904.—One year after date I promise 
to pay to C. L. Chadwick or order $260,000 with 


interest at 5 per cent 
(Signed) ‘ANDREW CARNEGIE. 


Two $500,000 “ Carnegie” Notes. 


The $500,000 ‘‘ Carnegie ”’ note in Receiver 
I.yons’s possession is not the only one, ac- 
cording to President Beckwith of the Ober- 
lin- bank. In a statement made by him this 
afternoon he said there is another; in 
short, that the Oberlin bank originally had 
notes for $1,250,000 bearing what purported. 
to be, the signature of Andrew Carnegie. 
That Prosecutor Keeler will commence a 
grand jury investigation of the methods by 
which Mrs. Cassie L. Chadwick borrowed 
money on securities in Cleveland, supposed 
to be worth $5,000,000 or some other large 
amount, is now a certainty. There was a 
caller at Mr. Keeler’s office this morning. 
He said he came to bring to Keeler’s atten- 
tion Mrs. Chadwick’s -financial operations, 
His identify cannot be made public at this 
time, Mr. Keeler says. 

No more warrants on criminal charges 
in addition to the warrants against Beck- 
with and Spear have as yet been sworn 
out by the Federal authorities, and none 
will be to-morrow, according to positive 
statement. At present every effort is di- 
rected toward the weaving of uncontroyert- 
ible evidence around other people, whom 
and how many the officials. refuse posi- 
tively to say. It is explained that the Fed- 
eral authorities do not make any move in: 
criminal matters until conclusive evidence 
has been secured and perfected.

Beckwith Will Tell All. 


“Tam either an awful dupe or a terrible 
fool,” said President Beckwith . of ; the 
Oberlin Bank this afternoon. ‘I know I 
have done wrong, but’ although crushed 
I do not propose to be made a scapegoat 
to shield the sins of others, Further -con- 
cealment of the truth can help no one. If 
I thought it could my lips would remain 
Sealed as though I had been stricken 
dumb. The truth is that others also must 

4 called before the bar to answer for 
their part in this terrible affair, and one 
ef those who must answer is Mrs. Cassie 
Chadwick.” 

President Beckwith said this in the Fed- 
eral Building, where he spent seven; long 
weary hours this afternoon ‘waiting for the 
bail bond which kept him from a prisoner's 
cell in the County Jail. In broken sent- 
ences, often interrupted by tears, the aged 
banker told a dramatic story, covering 
much of his three years’ acquaintance with 
Mrs. Chadwick, and revealing for: the first 
time much of vital interest in this strange 


case. 


Two $500,000 Notes. 


The attorneys for Herbert Newton, the 
Brookline Mass., banker, have said that 
their client only loaned Mrs. Chadwick 
money after a note signed with the name 
of Andrew Carnegie had been indorsed by 
the President and Cashier of a National 
bank. The men who indorsed the note 
were President Beckwith and Cashier 
Spear. 

“Yes, we indorsed the note, and in addi- 
tion, one. other note for $500,000," said 
Mr. Beckwith, “but before God, never for 
the purposes for which they were used.”” 

“Do you mean to say that there are two 
$500,000 notes in addition to the note for 
$250,000? "’ 

Yes, notes aggregating $1,250,000. I 
know it has not been generally understood 
that there were two notes for $500,000, 
but the notes exist just the same. One of 
them is in the hands of the receiver, and 
the other ought to be in the hands of Mrs, 
Chadwick. If she has disposed. of it, she 
has done something which she swore not 


to do. 
‘Please make it plain that a solemn 


oath was taken that the notes which bear 
ollr indorsement were never to be used by 
Mrs. Chadwick for the purpose of raising 
money.”’ 

“Mr. Beckwith, to correct any wrong im- 
presison, would it not be wise for you to 
say how Mrs. Chadwick induced you to 
place your signature upon the notes?”’ 

My God, I would like to, if I thought I 
could make it clear. To tell the story 
would be to tell the tale of torture and 
transactions covering a period of over a 
year. To tell it would take a good half 
day, ahd-I cannot attempt the task. And 
then, again, ought I to tell the story before 
I go upon the witness stand? I think not. 
I must seek advice.” 

At this point the aged banker leaped from 
the couch where he had been lying, to pace 
around and around the room, With an 
éffort that taxed his waning strength, he 
controlled the flood of emotion and sank 
upon a chair, to cry out: 

“ What will they think of me down at ny 
home town? Would to God I had been the 
only dupe instead of feeling the weight of 


condemnation of hundreds of depositors 
whose earnings have been swept away. 

Was Sure Signatures Were Genuine. 

**Did we have the slightest suspicion that 
the notes carrying the name of Andrew 
Carnegie were net genuine? In Heaven's 
mame, how could we be suspicious,’’ con- 
tinued the banker with almost gasping 
breath. “‘ Mrs. Chadwick swore before both 
of us and one more witness that she per- 
sonally saw Andrew Carnegie sign his 
name to the notes she placed before us. 
* But,’ we said, ‘we must be sure. How are 
we to know?’ The answer came in less 
than two days when a New York attorney 
appeared in Oberlin who said he was the 
attorney for Mr. Carnegie, his special agent, 
and he vouched for the correctness of the 
claims made by Mrs. Chadwick. We had 
at least six conferences with this same 
ayer, two in Oberlin and four in this 
city. 

“In every way we attempted to make:cer- 
tain that we were engaging in a legitimate 
business transaction, the kind of a transac- 
tion a business man would enter upon with 
credit to himself. 

“About the attest held by Iril Reynolds, 
I saw him many times. And we understood 
by every word that everything was all 
right and that genuine securities were 
locked in the vaults of the Wade Park 
Bank. I do not know now. Why don't 
somebody find out? That is the question— 
‘Why don’t somebody find out? 


HIS FIRST CHADWICK DEAL. 


“Just now I can see back to the first 
time I came to know Mrs. Chadwick in a 
business way. It was something over 
thfee years ago that I learned that W. §8. 
Fay and Henry Wurst of Elyria had had 
some dealings with Mrs. Chadwick, They 
Were known as shrewd business men. I 
began to inquire, for as a business man I 
wanted to accept every opportunity to 
turn an honest dollar. I guess my inqui- 


ries reached the ears of Mrs. Chadwick. 

“ At any rate, she came to Oberlin, and 
it was there the thing began, I looking for 
legitimate business, Mrs. Chadwick—well, 
you must judge yourself. A second inter- 
view, and I made a small loan, It was 
promptly met. In addition we secured con- 
siderable splendid business, all transacted 
in a businesslike way. Frem there on the 
story leads into a maze, the end of which 
i wish to God I could now see. 

“It leads on down to a time when I 
went down to New York. In my pocket 
I carried one of the notes signed with 
the name ‘Andrew Carnegie.’ When 
I started I had in mind an attempt -to 
raise money On the paper to put funds into 
the bank. I go# to New York and my 
heart failed me, for something kept telling 
me that all was not right. I came back 
heme without making any attempt to raise 
money on the note. 

Mrs. Chadwick had secured big loans from 
many other bankers. She had met these 
obligations. - Would-she not meet the obliga- 
tions to the Oberlin Bank, my bank? We 
prayed that. she would, and we thought she 
would., But now I guess the jig is up. 
and Mrs. Chadwick-has reached the end of 
her rope 

“It is bitter to think that everything is 
lost. Oh, the pinching and the squeezing of 
the last few months. all to get money. 
No one can ever know of the torture of 
it all. Personal property was swept away, 
thé savings of years, but what of that, 
if only the bank where my friends did 
business could be saved.

NEW DENIAL FROM CARNEGIE. 


Says He Is Certain He Did Not Sign 
4 the Chadwick Notes. 


The new dispatches from Cleveland to the 
effect that Andrew Carnegie’s name was 
surely on one or more notes given as col- 
lateral by Mrs. Chadwick brought forth a 
new denial from the iron man. Through 
his secretary, Mr. Carnegie declared once 
more that he did not know the woman, and 
was certain his signature was not on any of 
her notes. 

““Mr.’ Carnegie has never met Mrs. Chad- 
wick to his knowledge,” said the secre- 
tary, “and does not know her. He has for 
a number of years made a practice of never 
giving his signature to notes of any de- 
scription. He is certain it is not on these 
notes.” 

Two United States Secret Service men 
still hovered about the Holland House last 
night, watching everybody who asked for 
Mrs. Cassie L. Chadwick and keeping tabs 
on all who used the hotel elevator. The 
Secret Service agents answered all ques- 
tions jokingly, saying they did not know 
why they were there. Inspector Flynn, 
who has charge of the New York office of 
the service, would neither admit nor deny 
that his men were watching the woman. 

Iri Reynolds, the Cleveland bank officer 
who has. been called the trustee of Mrs. 
Chadwick’s rumored possessions, did not 
arrive in the city yesterday, so far as could 
be learned, although it was reported that 
he had left Cleveland. Mrs. Chadwick's 


lawyers -said they had not heard of his 
trip. 

An answer to a note asking why her son 
had left town was. sent down by Mrs, Chad- 
wick to the newspaper men last night. 
She denied that-her son ran off with her 
jewels, saying she had had no jewels in 
the hotel. She declared he had been most 
devoted to her, having left ‘school a week 
ago to be near her. He had watched over 
her tenderly, she said, and now had gone 
to Cleveland for a needed rest after his 
days of worry. 


Sheriff Rinn Finds Nothing. 


Deputy Sheriff Rinn,; who served the at- 
tachment against the woman’s’ personal 
baggage on Saturday, came to the hotel 
yesterday, but the officials at the desk 
gave him little satisfaction, referring: him 
to the counsel for the house, George M. 


Pinney of 82 Nassau Street. Mr. Pinney 
said later: 

“Mrs. Chadwick had nothing at the time 
of the service of the attachment at the 
Holland House, and she has nothing now,” 

William C, Wolf of the law firm of Friend 
& Wolf, counsel for Mme. Louise, the Fifth 
Avenue dressmaker who secured the at- 
tachment, said that he had been talking 
over the telephone with Mr. Pinney, and 
that the latter had told him that Mrs. 
Chadwick had only three trunks and noth- 
ing else at the Holland House, and that 
the management of the Holland House had 
the first lien on the trunks. ; 

Mr. Wolf did not know whether that 
meant that Mrs. Chadwick was in arrears 
to the hotel for her board. Mr. Wolf said 
that a certificate of the contents of the 
trunks of Mrs, Chadwick would bé given 
by Lawyer Pinney, and he intimated that 
if the certificate were not satisfactory, Mr. 
Bauman might be put on the stand to tell 
what he knew under oath. When Mr. Pin- 
ney was asked if Mrs. Chadwick owed a 
board bill at the Holland House he said he 
did rot_know. 5 

Mr. Pinney said that he would give a 
certificate to Friend & Wolf, saying that 
there was nothing of Mrs. Chadwick’s at 
the Holland House at the time of the serv- 
ice of the attachment nor now. 


The Receivership. 


Leo Frank, counsel for Jacques Krakauer, 
the New York linen dealer, who went into 
involuntary bankruptcy in Cleveland last 
week on account of a Chadwick debt of 
$800, said yesterday that he had received 
an answer to his request for an investiga- 
tion of the woman’s affairs. He had asked 
Louis J. Grossman of Cleveland to look into 
the matter, and Mr Grossman, who is a 
law partner of the Chadwick receiver’ just 
appointed, replfed in part as follows: 

After receiving your instructions to institute 
bankruptcy. proceedings, -if::l :found same ad- 
visable, I sought to get into communication with 
Mrs. Chadwick, but was unable to, do so. Finally. 
one of her Cleveland attorneys, Mr. 8. Q. Ker- 
ruish, who evidently had been advised of my 
contemplated action, called at my. office, and I 
told him that the facts as disclosed by the in- 
vestigation thus far made satisfied me that 
bankruptcy proceedings were necessary if the 
creditors other than the one or two large ones 
who are pressing her were to receive any pro- 
tection whatever. 

I called to his attention the fact that the 
mortgage given by Mrs.-Chadwick to the Savings 
Deposit and Trust Company of Elyria, Ohio, 
was in my opinion given solely for the purpose 
of preferring this bank, and that it as such 
constituted an act of bankruptcy. Not desiring. 
however, to bring the proceedings, if they could 
be avoided, I told Mr. Kerruish that I would 
hold the matter in abeyance for a few. days, 
awaiting a possible adjustment of the claims in 
my hands. / 

In the meant¢tme my suspicion that the 
mortgage to the Elyria bank was a preference 
was confirmed by the publication inthe Jocal 
papers here of a statement signed by all the 
Directors of said bank, in which they recite 
that Mrs. Chadwick’s indebtedness to the bank 
was an old one and that the mortgage in 
question was simply given as additional se- 
curity. 

Another creditor who holds as collateral a 
large quantity of valuable diamonds belonging to 
Mrs. Chadwick, through the papers here, pub- 
lished the fact that he would within a few days 
dispose of his collateral for the purpose of hav- 
ing the obligation liquidated. 

Here in Cleveland, in spite of the newspaper 
reports to the contrary, it has been the general 
opinion that Mrs. Chadwick will be unable to 
meet her obligations, and being likewise of this 
opinion and appreciating the danger of a .total 
loss to the creditors of their claims, should 
the Elyria bank and the other creditors above 
referred to dispose of the property in their 
possession, I decided to file the petition in bank- 
ruptcy. Immediately thereafter I filed a motion 
asking for the appointment of a receiver, and 
,the application was granted, and Nathan Loeser, 
who is associated with me here, was appointed. 
I have already prepared motions asking that the 
creditors aboye referred to be restrained from 
disposing of any of the property of Mrs. Chad- 
wiek in theiy posgession. 


Says Woman Will Pay. 


Philip Carpenter, Mrs. Chadwick’s law- 
yer, said last night that the * investiga- 
tion’ of his client’s affairs did not amount 
to anything, for she was a rich woman and 
could pay up every creditor despite all 
statements to the contrary. Mr. Carpenter 
would not discuss the alleged Carnegie 


signatures, saying he was not familiar with 
Mrs. Chadwick’s loans in the West 

**Mrs. Chadwick certainly is not going in- 
to court on this attachment case,’’ he said. 
“People never do eupesr in person in such 
matters, The attachment doesn’t amount

Mr. Carpenter said it had been unfair to 
infer from his interview of Sunday that 
he knew anything ahout Mrs. Chadwick's

New York lawyer, was asked about -the 
new dispatch regarding Carnegie’s signa- 
ture. 

“ Absurd,” he replied. ‘“ Perfectly ab- 
surd, I don’t believe the name of Carnegie 
is on any of those notes.” 

George Ryall, ‘lawyer for the Massachu- 
setts man, Newton, who says Mrs. Chad- 
wick owes him more than $190,000, said 
last night that the much-talked-of settle- 
ment with Newton had not been made yet, 
but he was as. sure as ever of getting his 
money. Percy W. Carver, Newton's Boston 
lawyer, said the same thing. 

“IT saw Mrs. Chadwick to-day ,”’ said Mr. 
Ryall, “ but it was only a social call. No 
business was talked, I assure you. I tell | 
you I'd like to buy up her debts. That's | 
how certain I feel about her wealth. She 
can pay. If I had her debts,.I’d be a very 
rich man, I tell you.”’ > 

Dr. Albertus A. Moore, Mrs, Chadwick’s 
physician, called on her once yesterday. He 
said last night that her condition was much 
improved, but she was still very nervous 
and should not try to leave the hotel for 
some days.

SLAUGHTER IN AMBUSH ? 


Cossacks Reported to Have Defeated 
Japanese, Inflicting Heavy Loss. 


MUKDEN, Dec. 5.—There is a persistent 
rumor that the force of Japanese sent to 
turn Gen. Rennenkampff's’ flank has been 
repulsed with great loss. The story fs not 
yet officially confirmed, but detdils are 
given with great circumstaniality. 

It is stated that Gen. Rennenkampff, 
(commander of Cossack brigade,) who knew 
the movement was maturing, awaited the 
Japanesc at the mouth of one of the cap- 
tured passes, and that the Japanese turning 
force threw themselves unsuspectingly into 
the ambuscade, where, after the fight, the 
Russians collected 500 Japanese corpses. 

It is added that there are 1,000 more 
Japanese corpses which it has been impossi- 
ble to collect, owing to the fire of the 
Japanese. This does not include the Japan- 
ese loss in wounded. 

The Russian loss, according to this“ac- 
count, was only thirty or forty men. 

The night of Dec. 2 the Japanese began 
a heavy artillery fire on Poutiloff (uone 
Tree) Hill, paving the way for an infantry 
attack. The Russian artillery answered 
vigorously for several hours, and then 
slackened. The Japanese, imagining that 
the Russian fire had been silenced, flung 


themselves in masses against the trenches, 
where they were allowed to come within 
close range, and then were met with with- 
ering volleys and a_ counter-charge with 
the bayonet. The Japanese fled, having 
sustained enormous losses. 

A Cossack expedition which was sent the 
night of Dec, 2 to capture a Japanese bat- 
tery. on the Russian right flank was only 
partially successful. The Cossacks wiped 
out the Japanese sentries, killed the gun- 
ners, and got possession of the battery, 
but were unable to remove the guns owing 
to the rapid arrival of Japanese reinforce- 
ments. 


GREAT GREETING FOR EXILES, 


Finns Wild with Joy Over Return of 
Members of the Diet. 


HELSINGFORS, Finland, Dec. 5.—The 
return from Sweden of five exiles who 
have been permitted by imperial order to 
participate in the meeting of the Diet was 
the occasion of a great demonstration at 
the railway station this evening.

MAY ATTACK IN NBUTRAL PORTS. 


Resent. Assistance Given to 
Russian Baltic Fleet. 


TOKIO, Dec. 5.—Popular séntiment re- 
garding the question of assistance which 
neutral powers are giving to the vessels of 
the Russian second Pacific Squadron, 
which heretofore has been repressed, is 
now growing more acute, and prominent 
newspapers are voicing the demand for de- 
termined action by the Japanese Govern- 
ment. 

Apparently it will depend on the course 
of events when the Russian warships ar- 
rive in Oriental waters. If the squadron 
shall have been permitted to exceed a fair 
construction of neutrality it is probable 
that Japan will consider herself under no 
obligation to obsefve neutrality, and may 
send her fleet after the Russians into ports 
the neutrality of which she believes the 
Russians are violating. 

If the Russians seize a base in neutral 
territory, Japan probably will do likewise 
should urgency demand such action. 

Japan is keenly anxious to avoid compli- 
cations, but she will forcefully insist upon 
what she considers her rights. : 

Preparations for meeting the Russian 
warships are progressing on a most exten- 
sive scale, particularly in the dase of the 


navy, which “is confident of solving the 
problem under fair conditions. 

The preparations of the army include the 
calculation that the Russians may attempt 
to cut the Japanese communications to the 
Liao-Tung Peninsula, but when the Rus- 
sian vessels arrive the Japanese armies in 
Manchuria expect to be in a position to 
carry on the campaign for many months 
without the necessity of communicating 
with Japan.

FAMILIAR’ SCENES REPEATED 


—_———. 
Flowers Litter Desks of Favorite Mem- 
bers — Platt First Senator on 
Floor of Upper House. 


Special to ‘The New-York Times. 
WASHINGTON, Dee, 5.—The assembling 
of Congress was marked by those scenes 


which have become familiar by oft repe- 
which have ‘become familiar by frequent 
repetition. There were the usual throngs of 
fashionably gowned women in. the bal- 
conies and the great masses of flow2rs 
on desks of favorite miembers. There were 
the exchanges. of greetings between old 
€cquaintances on the floors of both houses, 
the swapping of campaign stories and ex- 
Periences, and the general resemblance of 
the assemblage to a jolly reunion. 

Senator Piatt, after his usual practice, 
entered the Senate Chamber ‘first of the 
Senators, and, taking his seat down in the 
front row, folded his hands and awaited 
the coming of the opening scenes. Nearly 
the whole Senate from first to last .came 
up to. him and gave him a hearty hand- 
Shaking and a genial greeting. Ex-Attor- 
ney Genera] Kaox, who to-morrow will 
be sworn in as the successor of Senator 
Quay; took a seat by the New York Sen- 
Bior and chatted with him. 

Senator Fairbanks had been. generous- 
ly remembered by numerous friends, and 
his desk was buried by the bouquets that 
were laid upon. it. When the Indiana Sen- 
etor and Vice President-elect entered the 
chamber a burst of applause greeted him, 
at which he paused, blushed, and bowed. 

Perhaps the most interesting figure In 
the Senate was that of the new Senator 
trem Massachusetts, ex-Gov. Murray 
Crane. He entered the chamber alone, a 
slight, spare man, trimly dressed in a 
Wack cutaway, and wearing a sharp point 
collar, his compact head being extensively 
bald with the exception of a: black tuft 
just-above his tight brow. 

The gavel fell at 12 o'clock, President 
Frye in the chair. After the invocation 
the roll was called, showing seventy-three 
Senators present, and resolutions were pre- 
sented and adopted announcing to the 
Jiouse that the Senate was met and ready 
jor business and appointing a commmittee 
to wait on the President and make a simi- 
lar announcement to him. 

Then Senator Penrose feelinglyannounced 
the death of his late colleague, Senator 
Quay, and Senator Lodge, in nicely chosen 
phrase, made a like announcement of his 
colleague, Senator Hoar, and the Senate 
adjourned after having been in session only 
thirteen minutes, 

When Speaker Cannon’s gavel announced 
the arrival of noon and the opening of the 
last session of the Fifty-eighth Congress, 
the crash of the former hardly made a 
dent on a swelling .roar of conversation 
that had been going on for at least an 
hour and a half before that time. f 

After the roll call came the swearing in 
of new members. One of them was. W. 
Aubrey Thomas of Ohio, who fills Senator 
Dick’s njace in the House. He is rich, 
young, and a man of education and cult- 
ure. Thomas speaks several languages, 
has spent a good dea! of his life in Europe, 
und is a decided departure from the regula- 
tion Ohio type of Congressman. 

Interest also centred on J. Thomas Hef- 
lin of Alabama, who succeeds the late 
Charlies W. Thompson, and who, in a barn- 
storming tour prior to his election, dwelt on 
the use which might have been made of a 
dynamite bomb: on the Roosevelt-Booker 
Washington téte-i-téte. Heflin has since 
explained that this was a joke, but there 
Was an utterly unfounded rumor that his 
admission as a member would be objected 
to.. Ii was not, and he was sworn in like 
the i:est. Heflin is a rosy-cheeked, well- 
dressed, handsome young’ man, with wavy 
biack hair. 

The other new Congressmen were Mr. 
Kuowland of California, who suceeetds Sec- 
retary Metcalf; Mr. Weber of Qhio, suc- 
ceeding the late Representative Skills; Mr. 
Vood of New Jersey, who succeeds Judge 
Lanning, and Mr. Croft of South Carolina, 
who succeeds his deceased father. 

Speaker Cannon appointed as a comrait- 
tee to wait upon the President’ Messrs. 
Burton of Ohio, Tawney of Minnesota, and 
Williams of Mississippi. Gen. Grosvenor 
asked for an extension of time until Jan. 5 
for the Merchant Marine Commission to 
make its report, and this was agreed to. 
The House then, out of respect to the mem- 
ory of Senators Hoar and Quay, adjourned. 
It was in session fifty-three minutes.

Company.to equalize wages at 
its South Chicago plant went into effect to- 
day. A latge reduction has been made in 
the wages of certain classes of workmen. 
Men who formerly reéeived $5, $6, and $8 a 
day are ncw getting only $3, $4, and. $5, 
and there is much dissatisfaction among 
them. On the other hand, there is rejoicing 
among the poorly paid laborers and me- 
chanics. who went to work at $1.85, $2, and 
$2.15 rates instead of $1.40, $1.40,.and $1,890. 

When the big gates of the plate mill were 
opened about a thousand of the old -work- 
ers came back under the new conditions 
impused by the company. What action will 
be taken by the rollers and others upon 
whom the reductions fall is not yet khown. 
The company has only put its plan of wage 
equalization into force at the plate mill, 
but it is said the system will be extended.

NORMAL GRADUATES WIN. 
Entitled to Teacher's Licenses Without 


an Extra Examination. 


William. H. Maxwell, City Superintendent 
of Schools, wus defeated yesterday in the 
Supreme Court, in an action brought 
against him by the Normal College grad- 
uates, the court holding that a Normal Col- 
lege graduate is éntitled to & license to 
teach in the public schools, notwithstand- 
ing. Mr. Maxwell's contention to the con- 
trary. Mr. Maxwell ruled that no graduate 
from the Normal College was entitled to a 
teacher’s license unless the graduate also 
passed Mr. Maxwell's academic examina- 
tion. Counsel said-that he reserved the 
right to exempt Normal College graduates 
{rom this academic examination, practically 
putting himself in the position of Judge and 
jury in the matter. 

THe ‘matter was brought into the Supreme 
Court several weeks ago in the name of 
one of the graduates of the class of ’03, 
Mabel V. Price, who asked the court for a 
writ of mandamus to compel Mr. Maxwell 
to issue a teacher's license to her. A large 
array of legal talent appeared to argue the 
case before Justice Greenbaum, and after 
many hearings Justice Greenbaum handed 
down a decision holding that an issue of 
fact had to be determined before the mat- 
ter could be legally determined. This ques- 
tion of fact was whether the Normal Col- 
lege of the City of New York was an insti- 
tution approved by the State Board of Ex- 
aminers as an institute of learning and em- 
powered to issue baccalaureate degrees. 

Mr. Maxwell contended that the Normal 
College had never been so approved, and 
that the State Superintendent of Education 
had neyer approved of the course of study 
prescribed in the Normal College. 

Yesterday the matter came up before Jus- 
tice Leventritt and a jury. The 129 Nor- 
mal College graduates who backed up Miss 
Price in her action all appeared in court, 
together with a. number of girls who have 
been graduated from the Normal College 
since the action was commenced. There 
were also in court a large number of teach- 
ers whose licenses depended on the result 
of the proceedings. Superintendent Max- 
well was also there, as was President Hunt- 
er of the Normal! College. 

Lewis L. Delafield, counsel for the grad- 
uates, declared that Mr. Maxwell was de- 
priving hundreds of poor girls from earning 
an honest living as teachers, although they 
had proved themselves competent to teach 
by passing a rigid examination and grad- 
uating from the Normal College. As- 
sistant Corporation Counsel O’Brien ap- 
peared on behalf of Mr. Maxwell and the 
City Board of Examiners. 

The first witness was Frank H. Wood, 
who in 1900 was Supervisior of the Division 
of Instruction of the State Board of Ex- 
aminers. He told of a meeting of the 
Normal College Trustees which he had at- 
tended, and where it was decided to length- 
en the course of study from five to seven 
years, At this meeting rules were adopt- 
ed by the Trustees and forwarded to the 
State Superintendent of Education. One of 
these rules was that all graduates of the 
Normal College should pass the examina- 
tion prescribed by the State Superintendent 

Other witnesses were called to show that 
the Normal College had been approved by 
the State Superintendent, and then Justice 
Leventritt promptly directed the jury to 
find a verdict in favor of Miss Price. The 
jury returned the verdict as directed, 

Counsel for Mr. Maxwell and his Board 
ef Examiners took exception to the ver- 
dict, on the ground that it was contrary 
to law,_and moved for a new trial, but 
Justice Leventritt denied the motion. 


BANDIT ROBS EXPRESS CAR. 


Got $400, bat Is Said to Have Overlooked 
$200,000—-Messenger Shot. 


LOS ANGELES, Cal, Dec. 5.—A Wells- 
Fargo express car on an Atchison, Topeka 
and Santa Fé overland passenger train, 
west-bound, was entered early to-day 
somewhere between Needles and Daggett, 
and Evan O. Roberts, express messenger, 
was shot and probably fatally wounded. 
The way safe was rifled, but the main 
safe, said to contain $200,000 {in pension 
money, was not robbed, officials say. Offi- 
cers of the express company say the rob- 
ber secured only about $400. 

The robbery was not discovered until the 
train reached Daggett. Conductor Hawes 
opened the door of the express car at Dag- 
gett and found Messenger Roberts lying on 
the floor, semi-conscious. 

Roberts, who was unable to tell much 
about the robbery, said that he had discov- 
ered some one on the blind baggage shortly 
after the train left Needles. The man, 
whom he took to be a negro, broke open 
the door and entered. Before the messen- 
ger could draw his revolver, the bandit 
opened fire, wounding Roberts. probably 
mortally. 

Roberts fell to the floor, and the robber 
immediately went to the open way. safe 
and took what he wanted. He then opened 
the door and jumped out. _ 

The interior of the car indicated that the 
messenger had made resistance and grap- 
pled with the robber before being over- 
powered and finally shot by him. 

A negro tramp has been arrested on sus- 
picion at Parstow. It is reported that 
more than one ‘man was concerned in the 


robbery. 


THE CENTRAL WILL PAY. 


Counsel Agrees to Price Set for West 
Side Track Privilege. 


After a general thrashing out of the sub- 
ject at yesterday's meeting of the Sinking 
Fund Commission, the New York Central 
Raijroad fina'ly consented to pay the price 
fixed upon by the Mayor and Controller for 
the track rights asked for in Twelfth Ave- 
nue between Thirty-third and Thirty-sev- 
enth Streets. 
for the -railroad,. agreed to the pecuniary 
terms of the contract prepared by the Com- 
mission, but objected to some of the word- 
ing of the document.

POPE BLESSES $30,000 CROWN. 


Great Gathering of Prelates at Beatifi- 
cation Ceremony in Rome. 


ROME, Dec. 5.—The Pope this morning 
¢2ld a consistory for the Beatification of 
Llessed Gerardo Maiella and Blessed Ales- 
sandro Sauli, one of the chief functions of 
the celebration of the golden jubilee of the 
proclamation of the dcgma of the Immacu- 
late Conception. 

The Pontiff went in procession to the 
Hall of the Consistory, where there was a 
most imposing gathering of high prelates, 
said to be the largest since the fall of the 
temporal power of the Popes, but the public 
wag not admitted. After the ceremony 


there the Pope proceeded to St. Peter's, 
where the solemn rites of the canonization 
were performed. 
Later the Pope received in St. Peter’s all 
the members of the International Congress 
of the Virgin Mary, which met to-day in 
Rome. The Pope blessed the crown, com- 
posed of twelve stars of brilliants and 
valued at $30,000, which will be placed on 
the Madonna, whose image was crowned 
by Pope Pius IX. when he proclaimed tne 
dogma of the Immaculate Conception.

COCKRAN INTROD 
HIS PUBLICITY BILLS 


Believes President Favors Publish- 
ing Campaign Contributions. 


GOES BACK SIXTEEN YEARS 


One Measure Provides for Probing Past 
Four Campaigns and the Other 
Deals with the Future. 


Special to The New York Times. 

WASHINGTON, Dec, 5.—Bourke Cockran 
carried out to-day the promise he made 
in the campaign that he would introduce 
& Measure aimed at the danger of per- 
mitting trusts and corporations to control 
elections by secret contributions to party 
campaign funds. He introduced two bills, 
one providing for the appointment of a 
non-partisan commission to inquire how 
much money has been raised on both sides 
in the last four Presidential campaigns, 
and the objects for which it was ex- 
pended. 

The other measure provides for publicity 
for campaign contributions. It provides 
that whenever any contribution of more 
than $50 is made, or any sum is expended 
on behalf of a Presidential or Con- 
gressional candidate, a statement of 
the contribution or expenditure must 
be filed within three aays in _ the 
office of the Clerk of the United States Dis 
trict Court. Within a week the statement 
must be published in two newspapers of 
differing politics in that Federal district. 
If the donors do not file the statement the 
recipients must do so, Failure to comply 
with the law is made a felony, punishable 
by imprisonment for not less than one year 
or more than three. 

Under ordinary circumstances no such 
bill introduced by a Democrat would have 
any chance of .passage in a Republican 
Congress, but Mr. Cockran, who called at 
the White House and saw the President to- 
day, is confident that the bill providing 
for publicity will be passed, because he 
thinks the President will favor it. The 
other bill he has very little hope of, 
though he thinks it ought to pass. 

Of course neither Mr. Cockran nor any 
one else expects the passage of his own bill 
exactly as he has drawn it, for the Republi- 
can majority would never permit such @ 
bill to pass with a Democratic name to it. 


But the substance of the bill could be intro- 
duced by some Republican and reported by 
a Republican. committee Chairman and 
thus made a Republican measure. This is 
what Mr. Cockran expects in case the 
President supports it, as he thinks he will. 
In speaking of his bills to-day, Mr. Cock- 
ran said: 

‘These measures are not intended to se- 
cure any partisan advantage, but to arrest 
a tendency which, if not checked, must re- 
sult in such demoralization of both parties 
that their destruction will become neces- 
sary to the progress if not to the very ex- 
istence of civilization, and few men doubt 
that if party organizations perish repub- 
lican government will be engulfed in their 
ruins,”’ 


AFGHAN FRONTIER MENACED ? 


Entire Russian Division Reported to 
Have Been Ordered There. 


LONDON, Dec. 6,—The Standard asserts 
that an entire Russian army division which 
has been stationed in the Caucasus has 
been ordered to the Afghan frontier. 

ST. PETERSBURG, Dec. 5.—Mirza Riza 
Khan, former Persian Minister to Russia 
and present Ambassador from Persia to 
Constantinople, and his suite, constituting

the Czar, have arrived in St. Petersburg.

He expressed his agree- 


ment with Herr Bebel in the statement that 


i ERSON CASE AGAIN. 
Three. Jurors Chosen’ on First Day of 
the Second Trial. 


The second trial of Nan Patterson, ac- 
cused of the murder of Caesar Young, be- 
gan yesterday morning in the Criminal 
Branch of the Supreme Court, Justice Ver- 
non M. Davis presiding. Before the hour 
for adjournment arrived twenty tgJesmen 
from the special panel of 200 had been ex- 
amined, and three jurors chosen.

FIREMEN ON TWO PLATOONS. 


Experiment Started Down Town — No 
bd Sleeping in Houses. 


The Fire Department began a test of the 
two platoon system yesterday. If the plan 
works it will be adopted by the whole de- 
partment, and if proved unsatisfactory the 
Third Battalion, on which the scheme is 
being tried, will go back to the present 
system, in which.the men have off one day 
out of every five, 

The Third Battalion, which is under the 
command of Battalion Chief Thomas Lar- 
kin, is composed of four engine companies 
and two hook and iadder companies. The 
six companies are divided for the purposes 
of the experiment into halves. The new 
order of things will continue in effect for 
at least a month, Fire Commissioner Hayes 
Says, in order that an adequate trial be 
made, 

The two platoons will be arranged in day 
and night tours of duty. The day platoon 
will report at 8 A. M,, as it did yesterday, 
and remain on duty for ten hours until 
6 P. M.. The night platoon, going on at 6 
P. M., will be ready to respond to calls 
until 8 A. M., a fourteen-hour tour of duty. 

A feature of the two platoon system is 
the fact that while the test is being made 
there shall be no sleeping in the houses of 
the six companies affected. All of the beds 
have been removed, and the platoon on 
duty will be sequired to remain fully 
dressed and wide awake, ready for all 
alarms. It is calculated that this part of 
the plan will readily show how much time 
can be saved in answering night alarms. 

There will be no enlargement of the com- 
panies for the test, although the fourteen 
men forming the usual complement of an 
engine or hook and ladder company will 
be split in two. A great many firemen are 
opposed to the two-platoon scheme for 
professional as well as personal reasons, 
and contend that if the plan is extended 
to the whole department the number of 


additional men necessary to provide a fight- 
ing force as efficient as the present sys- 
tem, under which the men are always on 
duty except on their days off, would cost 
the city an extra million dollars. : 

Should a dangerous fire occur, or bein 
progress at either of the relief hours, 8 
A. M. and 6 P. M., the battalion chief 
commanding may order the men already 
at work to remain on duty as long as he 
considers it. necessary, regardless of the 
men’s regular hours. 

The companies making the test are on 
Wooster, Marion, Great Jones, Broome, 
Elm, and Mercer Streets. This battalion 
was chosen because it is in the wholesale 
district, in which the worst downtown 
fires occur, and for this reason it is ex- 
pected that the test will be conclusive. 
Battalion Chief Larkin has been instructed 
to make weekly reports on the workings 
of the two-platoon system, carefully to 
note any defects, and to advise such ex- 
tensions and changes as may seem to be 


expedient.

COTTON MARKET HAS 
EXTRAORDINARY BREAK 


Declines of Thirty to Sixty Points 
on Various Options. 


SLIGHT RALLY AT THE CLOSE 


Big Bills Offered in Foreign Exchange 
Market—Two Brokers Have an 
Over-Sunday “ Break.” 


The cotton market opened with a big 
break yesterday. On the call there were 
declinés of thigty to sixty points on the 
various options, and the pit was in a fury 
of excitement. Such a big break over Sun- 
day is a rare occurrence in the cotton mar- 
ket, and, although there have been sudden 
fluctuations up and down over a holiday 
amounting to 100 points, yet when such a 
break comes it means a tremendous strain 
on all those interested. A break of 60 
points is equivalent to $3 a bale, and, if 
carried up into the transactions for a day 
or two the contracts outstanding would 
amount to millions of dollars. Every such 
break makes it necessary for the seller to 
put up additional margins, and therefore 
means extensive rearrangements of cred- 
its at banks. 

Under. the strain of this decline there was 
another ‘‘break,”’ this being between B. 8S. 
Castles and J. J. Chew, two brokers. They 
have been known as excellent friends. 

Mr. Chew, who is known as a weather 
expert,, had given Mr. Castles a ‘‘tip’’ on 
Saturday regarding the probable indication 
of the size of the crop according to the 
Government reports. Mr. Castles acted 
on the ‘“‘tip’’ and sold short, and then told 
Chew that the ‘‘tip’’ had been a good one. 
To this Chew replied jokingly that that 
was more than he could say for any infor- 
mation ever given out by Castles. Then 
the men parted. Yesterday morning, how- 
ever, Castles had made up his mind that 
this reply of his friend was an insult, and 
he told him so and offered to settle the 
matter if he would step outside. Chew 
took the ‘‘dare,’”’ and the two men walked 
toward the members’ entrance. Just as 
they passed out of the first door at the 
head of the steps, one of the men struck 
the other a blow. Employes of the Ex- 
change, however, interfered and the affair 
was hushed up. Although both men are 
supposed to have violated the etiquette 
rules of the Exchange, no action will be 
taken unless the Exchange authorities 
should be officially notified of the occur- 
rence, 

The break in the market continued until 
January had reached 7.55, or about what 
Theodore H. Price on Saturday had said 
it would sell at this week. Every option 
of the present crop year sold below eight 
cents, and the amount of cotton that was 
for sale seemed without limit. Later in 
the day there was a slight rally, and at 
the close the market had recovered 14 to 
21 points. The rally was almost entirely 
due to covering of short sales by the bears. 

Enormous amounts of cotton bills were 
offered for sale in the foreign exchange 
market yesterday. One bank is known to 
have bought $1,000,000 worth. The cotton 
represented by these bills is cotton ex- 
ported last week, when the price was 
around nine cents. None of the bills that 
have been sold so far represents cotton 
shipped at the prices now ruling, although 
it is expected that there will be a quantity 
of the white staple shipped at the present 
low prices.

“Brother Jacques,”’ 
new vehicle, is mainly written by Henry 
Bernstein, who was responsible for the 
original of her melancholy and distasteful 
piece of last year, ‘‘ The Younger Mrs. Par- 
ling,” but it is of a wholly different order. 
It is remarkable, in fact, as being the re- 
verse of what is usually called French. Its 
euccess of last year in Paris, together with 
the success of Pierre Wolff's “ Secret of 
Polichinelle,” is said to be among the rea- 
sens why the younger generation of French 
Playwrights have formed a league fore- 
swearing undressing scenes and breaches of 
the Seventh Commandment, It is, in fact, a 
rea! Annie Russell play from Paris. 

As acted last night at the Garrick, to 
be sure, the play seemed doomed at 
the end of the first act, and its fate 
Was very doubtful at the end of the sec- 
ond. But.the scene which forms the cli- 
max of the third act shows Miss Russell 
to greater advantage as a comedian than 
she has appeared in years; and as she here 
has the invaluable assistance of Joseph 
Wheelock, Jr., the result was to snatch the 
whole from the slough of despond, and to 
land it an undoubted if not sensational 
popular success. An audience that had ap- 
Plauded politely burst into pealis of spon- 
taneous applause, and Miss Russell, who 
had up_to this seemed nervous and diffident, 
responded with redoubled gayety of spirit. 

The theme of the play, to be sure, is the 
eternal French triangle—or rather, it sets 
out to be this, but in consequence of a 
new and particularly diverting twist the 
acute angle is not closed, so that all ends 
happily. Jacques is Genevieve’s elder com- 
rade and so-called brother, and, without 
quite realizing it, he is in love with her, as 
she is unconsciously in love with him. He 
is a spendthrift and an idler, but has just 
enough dignity and is just sentimental 
enough to tell her to marry a booby, 
“yes, papa,’”’ Marquis, who is daffy about 
a chorus girl, and whose father is after 
Genevieve’s money. As they are al] French 
this is no doubt possible. 

When the wedding is consecrated, how- 
ever, though not consummated, Genevieve 
develops an unhoped-for strain of common 
sense. She has learned of Jean's previous 
attachment, and over their wedding supper 
table persuades the amiable ass to hike out 
for Paris, and his only love—who is even 
then disporting herself in the ballet as a 
lily, dancing on the most bewitching of 
green—stems! This is the 
the play. 

Miss Russell reveals a sense of humor, a 
deft sprightliness, and a girlish aplomb 
that recall the old days we have all 
mourned so long. It is rare that play- 
wrights have the perspicacity to imagine a 
young woman with sense and fun in her 
make-up, and rarer still that they are 
blessed with such a deliciously poetic hu- 
morist to embody the creature of their im- 
agination; but when the fates are thus in 
conjunction, what a delight to a weary 
playgoing world! There are sentimental 
scenes, too, in the play, and there also Miss 
Russell embodies in her best manner, which 
is the very’ best and all her own; but it is 
as the comedienne that she captures the 
audience. 

Mr. Wheelock also appears at his best, 
and though his powers are of narrower 
range they are quite as absolute and Jlaugh- 
ter-compelling. Nothing could be better 
than the manner in which he portrays the 
imbecile joy with which Jean lets his bride 
of an hour persuade him to bolt from the 
wedding duet to join his dancing lily in 
town. 

How the divorce is arranged and how 
Brother Jacques returns to claim his little 
sister afford material for a pleasant enough 
fourth act. It is not a powerful nor a mo- 
mentous play, but is what Sam Bernard 
could call sufficiency. Mr. Bernstein’s col- 
laborator, by the way, is that Pierre Veter 
who reports the Parisian premieres for 
The Herald, and also last year visited 
America and related his rather superficial 
and painful impressions. 

The failure of the opening acts was due 
in part to clumsy construction and to dia- 
logue overladen with redundant talk, and in 
part to wofully misconceived acting. That 
Americaus born and bred should be able 
to create anything like Parisian atmos- 
peere is perhaps not to be expected, though 

better might be done than was accom- 
plished last night; but in the case of these 
transported plays, it is either a French 
atmosphere or none at all; and, say what 
you will, it is desirable that play things 
on the stage should seem like something 
or other. 

As Brother Jacques Oswald Yorke was 
rather heavy and unconvincing in a not 
very light or plausible part. As the lawyer 
who manoeuvred. the divorce, G. W. 
Wilson, admirable character actor though 
he is in such parts as Louis XI., offended 
by a too obvious miming. 

Grand Stewart showed the blush of youth 
through his make-up of hardened senility, 
and had a distressing habit of smacking his 
lips at the beginning of a line. Tlizabeth 
Johnson, daughter of a Western Mayor, 
played an impossibly. written American heir- 
ess in a manner that showed everywhere 
the trail of the amateur. 

Such a cast is ruinous to whatever deli- 
cacy and lifelikeness the play may’ have 
had. It will stand. as far as it does stand. 
on the performances of Miss Russell and 
Mr. Wheelock.

Another Shakespearean revival, follow- 
ing close on the heels of the short but suc- 
cessful engagement of Mr Sothern and 
Miss Marlowe, was effected last night at 
the Princess Theatre by Robert B. Mantell.

It was further induced to levity by audi- 
ble stage directions and visible stage ma- 
nipulations, and was left in no-mood for 
too serious acceptance of the performance. 
On the other hand, the actors were doubt- 


less equally annoyed, and prevented from 
doing justice to themselves,or to the play, 
so final judgment should be suspended. 

The general impression left, however, 
despite allowance for all untoward cir- 
cumstances, was that Mr. Mantell’s ambi- 
tion, laudable. as it is, has overreached: it- 
the part of Richard III. 
His delivery of his opening soliloquy was 
distressingly melodramatic and _= sing- 
songy. ucceeding scenes and speeches 
showed constant improvement, which jus- 
tifies the hope that nervousness and acci- 
dent marred the work of an unfortunate 
first night.

Reduction Starts Talk of Cheaper The- 
atre Prices All Over Town. 


Klaw & Erlanger announced yesterday 
that after Dec, 26 the best seats in the 
New York Theatre would sell for $1 apiece. 
Before long the great Thompson & Dundy 
Hippodrome at Forty-fourth Street and 
Sixth Avenue is going to open its doors to 
the public, and the highest price there will 
be $1. The change at the New York The-

BURNETT GOT $273,300. 


Moody Now. Recommends Abolishing 
U. S. District Attorney’s Fees. 


WASAINGTON, Dec. 5.—Attention is 
drawn to the large fees received by the 
United States District Attorney for the 
Southern District of New York in the 
annual report of Attorney General Moody. 
Recommendation is made that a fixed 
salary be given to this official. 

Under three sections of the statutes the 
District Attorney is entitled to fees in 
some cases,where he appears for Govern- 
ment officials and to a_ percentage of 
moneys collected in others. These fees 
fron March 31, 1898, to June 30, 1904, 
amounted to $273,300, in addition to his sal- 
ary of $6,000 a year, making an average 
yearly income of about $61,000. Mr. Moody 
says these facts ‘call for grave considera- 
tion.”

“It is very true that I have received the 
fees that Attorney General Moody says I 
have,”’ said Gen. Burnett, when his atten- 
tion was called to the report last evening. 
“They are perfectly legal fees, and as a 
matter of fact, under the law, I might 
easily have claimed and received a4 larger 
sum than the reports show me to have re- 
ceived. Had there been no fees attached to 
the office of the District Attorney I should 


hardly have given up, as I did, a private 
ractice that netted me from $25,000 to $50,- 
boo a year for a salary of $6, You may 
be sure that I went into the office with my 
eyes open as to the possibilities in the 
way of fees, as I understood that my prede- 
cessors, Messrs. Walker, Elihu Root, and 
McFarlane, had received from $40,000 to 
50,000 a year, and the late George Bliss 
rom $90,000 to $100,000.’’

Despite the fact that comparatively little 
aid was vouchsafed him by those to whom 
was intrusted the difficult task of adequate- 
ly representing his tragedy, the “ Judith of 
Bethulia ” of Thomas Bailey Aldrich stood 
revealed last night as a work of large 
poetic inspiration, conveyed in convincing 
and impressive dramatic form. Had the 
play been produced, say, twenty years 
aga, when there was still a place in our 
theatres for works of largeness and 
breadth, and when the poetic drama was 
not entirely dependent for its appeal upon 
the popularity of shop-made stars, it is not 
unlikely that this ambitious tragedy by an 
American man of letters might have found 
a more enduring place than it is ever like- 
ly to achieve to-day. 

Then there were actors and actresses of 
the heroic mold, capable of sounding the 
deepest notes of such a tragedy with the 
firm, sure touch of artists big enough in- 
tellectually to be something more than 
mere pygmy mimics of great passions of 
which they are utterly incapable them- 


selves. e 

It is worth mentioning at the outset that 
the audience which assembled at Daly’s 
Theatre last night was neither so large 
nor so demonstrative as that which is to 
be seen at almost any opening’ of musical 
comedy or current frippery. We hear 
much nowadays of the need for a National 
theatre, and there is a constant cry from 
some quarters for a more intellectual 
drama. 

Even had Mr, Aldrich’s play been found 
entirely wanting—which is not true, by any 
means—the occasion of its presentation 
should have been of sufficient importance 
to fill the theatre. But there were many 
vacant seats on the ground floor, and in 
those regions generally believed to be pa- 
tronized by those whose love of art is larger 
than their pocket-books, there was hardly a 
corporal’s guard. Can it be that there is 
insincerity in the plaints? Must the dictum 
of the managers be accepted for facts? It 
would need few more experiences like that 
of last night to convince even the most 
skeptical. 

Mr. Aldrich’s tragedy follows in its main 
essentials the story of Judith; as handed 
down in Biblical tradition. But the simple 
tale of the Jewess who sallies forth to save 
her people, and who ultimately kills the 
Assyrian foe, Holofernes, is embroidered by 
the poet with a wealth of fanciful incident 
and dialogue that serves to raise it far 
above the mere record of a chronicle. The 


verse is fluid and rich, the tale made lu- 
minous and colorful with. many ee: e 
of exquisite word-painting, and fraught 
nt — with a noble suggestion of pure 
aith. 

Mr. Aldrich frequently reveals a wealth 
of imagery which is transcendently beauti- 
ful. Once in a while last evening it would 
have seemed ‘that his verses were a 
in the true rhythmic flow. But it woul 
be manifestly unfair to conclude that such 
is the case, remembering as one does that 
the actors were not ere py a halting in 
their lines, a condition of affairs which is 
hardly conducive to such melody as one 
has a right to expect in the spoken verse 
of poetic drama. 

Only the briefest summary is possible 
here. The play opens with a scene in 
Bethulia, in which the fact is conveyed 
that the Assyrians at the gates have sent 
word that in five days’ time the be- 
leaguered city must surrender. The popu- 
lace is starving, and to add to the horror 
of the situation plague has broken out, and 
it is discovered that the enemy has polis- 
oned a well, the only available water sup- 
ply. Judith, who is revealed as one_in- 
spired by a vision, decides to seek out Ho- 
lofernes, and amid the mourning of her 
people goes forth to the enemy's camp. 

olofernes is attracted by her beauty, and 
eventually falls a prey to his susceptibil- 
ity. Judith wins the friendship of the 
monarech’s slave, and from him obtains an 
herb with which to drug the monarch’s 
drink. While he is sleeping she slays him 
with his own falchion. Then she returns 
to her people. 

In the Be oe preceding the killing of 
Holofern the et strikes an especially 
human note.’ Judith has been attracted by 
the manly beauty of the Assyrian monarch. 
For a moment she wavers, but sinking to 
her knees she utters a fervent prayer for 
strength to carry out her resolve. Then, 
with a sudden cry, “‘ Bach sinew turns to 
steel; this is for thee, O Israel, my peo- 
ple,’ she rises, passes from view, and re- 
turns a moment later bearing the blood- 
stained sword. 

Miss O’Nell’s acting last night revealed 
all the natural brilliancy that hitherto 
been noted, and likewise all of her faults. 
Nature has been more than lavish to her in 
the way of gifts. Physically her Judith is 
a figure of almost classic strength, and in 
the moments of test emotion her voice 
is rich, full, and warm. But she begins 
again and n on a key of passion so 
exalted that transitions cannot possibly 
be either natural or convincing. Of the 
supporting com y Miss Binley, Mr. Mill- 
ward, and Mr. Weaver contributed excellent 
bits of character, but the Holofernes of 
Charles Darlton was wholly inadequate,

A long.reach was made backward into 
the past at the Metropolitan Opera House 
last evening when Donizetti’s opera ‘* Lu- 
crezia Borgia” was revived. Whatever 
plausibility of excuse may have been found 
for the resuscitation in recent years of 
half a dozen other neglected operas of the 
older Italian list there is very little for 
this. ‘“ Lucrezia Borgia” has lain on the 
shelf in New York for twenty-two years; 
and it has deserved the neglect into which 
it has/lapsed. It was last heard here at 
the Academy of Music in October, 1882, 
with a-cast that contained nobody of any 
importance except Signor Ravelli, who 
sang the part of Gennaro. Even then it 
was characterized by people predisposed 
in favor of the Italian school as “ an opera 
of the past.” It is very much so now. 

Donizetti filled it full of his prettiest and 
most inconsequential melodies, which flow 
unctuously through the score, with no im- 
aginable relation to anything that goes on 
upon the stage, and whose only object is 
plainly to give the singers something to 
ing. They certainly give no kind of ex- 
pression yd the dark deeds and flatterings 
of wickedness that constitute the texture 
of the opera. It is a repetition of empty 
formulas: and passages, and is absolutely 
without a trace of dramatic characteriza- 
tion. Modern historians have done a good 
deal to rehabilitate the name and fame of 
the wicked Borgia; but there is not much 
but blame for her doings as they were 
represented by Donizetti’s librettist, who 
followed Hugo’s ane ayea tragedy. No- 
body would suspect it, however, from the 
music that is sung by her and about her, 

“Lucretia Borgia,” to be tolerable, must 
be sung with all the beauty and distinction 
of “bel canto’; but there was very little 
of that in last evyening’s performance. The 
part of Lucretia was, once accounted a 
‘dramatic’? one, and was a favorite ve- 
hicle for the art of many great prima 
donnas of the dramatic style. 

Last evening it served to introduce to 
this public a new soprano of Mr. Conried’s 
company, .who is presented as a dramatic 
sin hime, Maria de Macchi. She proved 
to a degenerate member of the eat 
line that extended from Grisi to Titjens; 
a singer of thin and acid voice, unsteady 
and tremulous, 

She showed much uncertainty in the be- 
ginning, from which she partia recovered 
as she went on. She sings with a certain 
facility in the execution of the florid pas- 
sages, but there is little distinction of style 
and “uttle of the breadth and sweep that 
alone can make such music tolerable for 
its own sake. Her chief air, ‘‘ Com’ é beila,”’ 
especially needs such qualities and with- 
out them was impotent indeed. Her act- 
ing shows routine and familiarity with the 
stage, but last evening seemed to be as 
lacking in distinction and dramatic power 
as her singing. 

Mme. alker as Maffio Orsini had an 
Pp rtunity for her beautiful voice. In the 
“ brindisi’’ of the last act, ‘Il segreto,"’ 
she is given a number that has for three- 
quarters of a century never failed of its 
effect, and she, too, had her success in 
it. Mr. Caruso seemed to have little inter- 
est in the pro ngs that fell to his 
share in the opera, till the last act, and, in- 
deed, was at first far from being in his best 
Aue, His air, ‘‘Come Soave,’’ he had to 
repeat. 

r. Scotti put energy enough into the part 
of Don Alfonso, but this music is not such 
as shows him at his best. And as for the 
rest of the men, of whom there are a large 
number, there was little to add to the 
musical enjoyment in what they did. Mr. 
Vigna conducted with his usual energy, 
which in operas of this kind is sometimes 
excessive. But neither he nor any of the 
others concerned in the representation could 
give any good reason in what they did last 
evening why “ Luc | Borgia’’ should

CYCLING TROPHIES HERE. 


Challenge Prizes Won by American 
« Cyclists in European Races. 


The cycling trophies won by Marcus Hurley of 
Columbia\and the New York Athletic Club, and 
the professional riders Lawson and Walthour in 
London last September, have arrived in this 
country and are now in the Custom House’ The 
shields were addressed in care of A. G. Batch- 
elder of the National Cycling Association, and 
will probably be turned over to the care of the 
New York Athletic Club. The individual trophy 
for the world’s amateur championship, which 
was won by Hurley, is the Saitonstail plate. 
This trophy thus comes under the control of the 
New York Athletic Club for the second time in 
its history. It was won once before for the club 
by A. A. Zimmerman in his amateur days. The 
other trophy, the Danish Sportsmen's Shield, 
represents the point championship won by the 
American riders in both amateur and profes- 
sional events in the Crystal Palace races. Al- 
though this is strictly not the sole property of the 
New York Athletic Club, it is probable that it 
will go to the club as the most fitting organiza- 
tion to hold it for the year. Ivor Lawson, Bobby 
Walthour, and others in the professional’ events 
aided toward the winning of this second trophy. 


VANTINE’S GOOD BILLIARDS. 


Hard Shots Defeat Servatius in First 
Class B Championship Match. 


In a nervy finish, which was resplendent 
with a fine exhibition. of hard-shot billiards, 
James Vantine last night won the opening 
match of the local Class B championship 
tournament. Vantine defeated Louis A. Ser- 
vatius, the veteran of this class in the Ama- 
teur Athletic Union, by the score of 250 points 
to 213. After turning the first hundred points 
of the competition Servatius led by more than 
60 points, but Vantine overcame this lead and 
won the match by a strict adherence to 14- 
inch balk line billiards with two counts al- 
lowed in balk.

Servatius began'‘to count at once, and 
on his fifth turn at-the table counted a run 
of 32 carroms, the high run of the game. 
This was all made on open-table play and 
Servatius continued to count by this method, 
obtaining a long lead over Vantine. Servatius 
was the first to turn the hundred mark, which 
he did with an average of 5%. At this point 
the score stood: Servatius., 110: Vantine. 64. 

Then Vantine caught his stroke and his cue 
began to weave the balls back and forth ‘over 
the balk lines. Three runs, 10, 21, and 23, begun 
in his twenty-eighth inning, were his best effort. 
All were close billiards and his most dazzling 
shot a long bank which was his only way of 
counting from a bad line-up. Vantine passed 
Servatius in the thirty-eighth ‘inning, and, al- 
though Servatius tried safety Vantine played 
many nervy shots and won the match.

FOR BENNETT CUP RACE 


| Dr. H. E. Thomas of Chicago Owner 
of Car Nearly Completed. 


WILL SHOW 90-HORSE POWER 


More Entries Expected Before Time Ex- 
pires Next Week—Conference 
in Paris on Dec. 12.

America has one automobile entry a5- 
sured for the international Gordon Bennett 
Cup races that will be held in France next 
year. Definite news was received yester- 
day by Secretary S. M. Butler of the Auto- 
mobile Club of America that-a check for 
$600, the required entry fee, would be sent 
this week to comply With all the condi- 
tions. This first. entry is the ninety-horse 
power gasoline car which Dr. Harold E. 
Thomas of Chicago is having built to his 

\ order at Bridgeport, Conn.. Dr. Thomas 

‘ has practically sent his entry to the Auto- 
mobile Club, but has asked for certain in- 
structions regarding the making out of the 
check. 

Secretary Butler said yesterday that this 
entry would undoubtedly be followed 
speedily by several others, It is known that 
plans have been made by manufacturers 
and private individuals to enter racing cars, 
but no official information on the subject 
has yet been received. All of the entries 
from America must be made through the 
Automobile Club of America, and after 
submitting to a critical test three cars will 
be selected, that being the maximum num- 
ber to represent any country. 

The car' that has been entered by Dr. 
Thomas is a four cylinder one, and is be- 
ing built from designs by A. L. Riker, who 
has been closely identified with the auto- 
mobile industry for several years and has 
lately been one of the two consulting ex- 
perts on the Racing Board of the American 
Automobile Association. The car will cost 
about $18,000, and while no details have 
been given out as to its posibilities for 
speed, every effort has been put forth to 
make it one of the fastest cars ever built 
in America. Work on the machine has 
been progressing for about two months, 
and it will be ready for a trial test early 
in the Spring. Less than two weeks re- 
main for all the Gordon Bennett Cup en- 
tries to be in, as the time expires on 
Dec. 15. 

The Automobile Club of America received 
a letter last week from the Automobile Club 
of France stating that a conference of in- 
ternational clubs was to be held in Paris 
on Dec. 12, at which time a number of ques- 
tions of interest to automobilists through- 
out the civitzed world will be considered. 
Nothing definite was mentioned abgut the 
conference that has been announced'to take 
place on Dec. 10 in the rooms of the Au- 
tomobile Club of France regarding the Gor- 
don Bennett race and the consideration of 
the plans for a change in its racing con- 
ditions, 

The Automobile Club of America, how- 
ever, will be represented at both of these 
conterences by its delegate, Clarence Grey 
Dinsmore, who sailed over a week ago, and 
is probably in Puris by this time. He was 
the club delegate last year in the Gordon 
Bennett Cup Commission, and was appoint- 
ed by the new Board of Governors to serve 
again. This fact has been cabled to Mr. 
Dinsmore, with the request that he repre- 
sent the club in all important conferences 
that may be held in Paris. J. Howard 
Johnson, an American residing in Paris, 
has been appointed alternate. 

A meeting of the Board of Governors of 
the Automobile Club of America will be 
held to-morrow, and the complete per- 
sonnel. of: the: new committees will be ar- 
ranged. -Some of the committees for the 
new year have been practically made up. 
Cortlandt F.- Bishop is Chairman of the 
Map Committee, and he has just issued 
notices to the members asking for cor- 
rections to the old maps ot New Jersey, 
as, Owing to the destruction of the plates 
by fire, new maps are now bein repared. 
The opportunity, therefore, wil e taken 
advantage of to correct a number of errors, 
and it is hoped to issue a better set of New 
Jersey road maps to the members early in 
May. The adjacent parts of Pennsylvania, 
Delaware, and New York will also appear 
in these maps, which are almost invalua- 
ble for extended automobile tours. 

Owing to the inability of the new Treas- 
urer, Samuel H. Valentine, to serve in that 
capacity, as he is about to leave the city 
on a long absence, the Board of Governors 
has filled the vacancy by electing Emerson 
Brooks. He is an efficient man for the 
place, as he has taken an active part in 
several committees of the club, and as the 
recent Chairman of the Runs and Tours 
Committee arranged a number of very suc- 
cessfyl_and enjoyable outings.

HELD FAST IN SPILES, 
TIDE MAKES MAN INSANE 


Rescue Comes Just as Water 
Reaches Victim’s Mouth. 


VICTIM DIES LATER, RAVING 


Thought to be George Fahey—Tragedy 
of Early Morning at Twenty- 
third Street Ferry. 


Just before daylight yesterday, when the 
tide was coming in, ferry hands at the 
Pennsylvania's Twenty-third Street pier 
heard cries for help coming apparently 
from the water. A search revealed nothing, 


though they were growing weaker. 

Finally Policeman Kelk of the West 
Twentieth Street Station undertook a sys- 
tematic search with a lantern and found a 
man tightly wedged in the cribwork, as 
the spiling back of the slip fence is called. 
He was between two spiles which were so 
driven that they tapered toward the top, 
leaving just enough room directly above the 
water to hold the man’s body. Ropes were 
passed under his arms, and although Kelk 
and the ferry hands exerted all their 
strength, it was found that they only suc- 
ceeded in wedging the man in tighter. 

The tide was steadily rising at this time, 
and the water reached: the imprisoned man’s 
armpits. To save his life he must be res- 
cued at once and help was summoned from 
the police siation. The police boat Patrol 
was telephoned for, but the Sergeant on the 
wire suggested that the fireboat McClel- 
lan, which was docked at Thirteenth Street, 
would be more available. 

Then help was asked at the house of Hook 
and Ladder No. 12, across the street, and, 


dropping red tape, Assistant Foreman Pol- 
cer ond two of Mis men hurried over with 
hccks and axes. When they gut to the pier 
the McClellan was on the spot and a dozen 
men got to work on the spiling with their 


axes. 

All this time the man who was wedged in 
was conscious. The water had risen until 
it touched his chin. As the firemen worked 
he suddenly became a raving maniac, shout- 
ing incoherent words and suffering fright- 
ful agonies as the first drops of the brack- 
ish water entered his mouth. ‘To counteract 
this the firemen, as they worked, dosed ‘the 
unfortunate man with whisky, and the big 
spile that held him fell with a crash just 
as the water rose above his mouth. 

Fighting with all his remaining strength 
and raving mad, the victim was hurried to 
the offices of the Lackawanna Railroad 
and later to the New York Hospital, but at 
10 o'clock he died. 

The man’s name is_believed to have been 
George Fahey. His address ‘s unknown. 
The ferry people cannot understand how 
Fahey got into such a place. An investiga- 
tion is Soing made, but as no one saw him 
in the neighborhood of the slip it is not 
believed that the facts will ever become 


known.

The right to criticise Gov. Oprtt for 
any use he may make of his power to 
elect a Senator of the United States has 
been forfeited, it seems to us, by the 
members of the Republican Party, of 
other parties, and of no party, who voted 
for Republican candidates for the Sen- 
ate and Assembly.

“ABE” GrRUsER, or Senator BRACKETT 
of Saratoga; he may elect any Tom, 
Dick, or Harry here or up the State, and 
the gentlemen who put the power to 
elect into his hands will have no right 
to utter a protest. Not a whimper can 
decently come from their lips. 

For either they have full confidence in 
Mr, OpELL,: and intended to put the 
power of choosing a Senator into his 
hands, in which case they will get what 
they want; or, notwithstanding the fact 
that the ballot used in New York State 
afforded them the opportunity to vote 
for Republican Electors while voting 
against Odellism and all Odell candi- 
dates, they nevertheless either through 
ignorance or callous indifference voted 
the entire Republican ticket, in which 
case they will get what they deserve 
whoever is made Senatof® Voters who 
are so dull as tobe incapable of “ split- 
ting” an Australian ballot, or who are 
so lazy and ind&fferent as not to take 
the trouble to exercise the right of suf- 
frage with intelligent discrimination, 
are only in part qualified for the duties 
and privileges of a self-governing peo- 
ple. The 800,000 voters, be the same 
more or less, who lodged their Senato- 
rial proxies with B. B. OpELL will get 
their deserts, even though a Senator 
mnuch more unacceptable than any yet 
mentioned should be chosen by the Odell 
Legislature. 

Every voter who by ballot and influ- 
ence strove against Odellism retains the 
right of criticism, of denunciation even, 
if something stromger than criticism 
shall be required by the démerits of the 
case.

compact. The intent and effect of the 


contract is to deny to the people of the 


East the privilege of receiving the 
oranges, the raisins, the olives, the 
wines, and the other desirable products 
of the fertile soil of California, save at 
such transportation cost as Mr. Harri- 


MAN and his associates may be graciously 


pleased to decree; and to impose upon 
all provisions and merchandise shipped 
from thé Hast to the Pacific Coast such 
freight rates as in the judgment of Mr. 
” HarkiwaN and his associates they will 
“bear.” The contract was intended to 


Isthmus route as a competitor of the 
transcontinental railroads. 

Here we have, then, no such case as 
that of the Northern Securities merger, 
where the “power to restrain trade” 
had merely been “acquired”? but never 
in the slightest degree used, but a con- 
tract by which a steamship company, 
the Panama Railroad, and a large group 
of railroads traversing United States 
territory, of which Mr. HARRIMAN’S 
Southern Pacific and Union Pacific are 
the chief lines, not only acquiring but 
using to the cost and detriment of ship- 
pers and consumers the power to re- 
strain and actually to prevent trade. 
Freight rates between California and the 
Bast are unconscionably high. They 
would be much lower if the Pacific Mail 
Company were not controlled by HarRRI- 
MAN, and if no restraining contract with 
the Panama Road were in existence. 

In buying from the Frenchmen 
Panama Canal Company’s shares the 
United States Government became the 
owner of very nearly all the stock of the 
Panama Railroad. It acquired these 
shares subject, of course, to the contract 
with Mr. HarRIm™an’s railroads, Rpt 
that contract is dated 1902—twelve 
years subsequent to the passage of the 
Sherman Anti-Trust act. We do not 
know that it makes any material differ- 
ence that the contract expires or is ter- 
minable next June. How can the United 
States Government decently continue to 
operate a railroad in violation of its own 
laws? 

But whether or not the President shall 
issue an order declaring the contract at 
an end because Void ab initio, or wheth- 
er he shall begin a suit to put an end to 
it, or give notice of its termination next 
June, is not in the material and commer- 
cial sense vital. The main thing is that 
the contract will not, of course, be re- 
newed. The country is now beginning to 
see that the Panama Canal will probably 
eost a great deal more than the esti- 
mates. It may take longer than the esti- 
mated time to build it. Its completion 
will give a very great impulse to trade 
between our Atlantic and Pacific Coasts. 
But merchants and manufacturers and 
shippers do not want to wait ten years, 
or until the canal is completed. They 
are already taking thought, no doubt, 
about establishing agencies, finding cus- 
tomers, and in particular about cost of 
transportation.

THE PRESIDENT AND THE NEWS. 

The opinion of the press of the coun- 
try generally as to the order of the 
President limiting the news to be given 
by the officials of the Government to The 
Herald of Boston, on account of an un- 


‘true and offensive story published by 


that paper, is that the publication by 
the paper was inexcusable and that the 
action of the President is a serious error. 
That Mr. RoosevettT should resent the 
publication is natural. That as Presi- 
dent he should seek to punish the paper 
guilty of it by directing the subordinate 
officials of the Government to refuse 
to the paper information of interest 
to the public and of a public nat- 
ure is certainly to be regretted, because 
it is introducing into the transaction of 
public business personal motives that 
should have no connection with that 
business, and is assuming a degree and 
kind of authority with reference to it 
which is not granted by law. It is a 
proceeding essentially arbitrary in its 
methods and in its aims. It is not con- 
sistent with the general character and 
purpose of our institutions. It is a mis- 
direction of actual power where no legal 
power exists and an example in the line 
of irresponsible action which cannot be 
other than disagreeable to the American 
people. We heartily wish Mr. RoossE- 
VELT had not been betrayed into the 
course he adopted. He seems to have 
seen that he went too far at first, for he 
in part retraced his steps. It would be 
well if he would retrace them entirely.

RUSSIA AND NEUTRALITY. 


The decisions of the Admiralty Court 
at St. Petersburg, overruling the deci- 
sions of the prize court at Vladivostok, 
tend to redeem the reputation of Rus- 
sian jurisprudence. In the lowest view, 
they show a Russian consciousness that 
Russia may at some time be a neutral, 
and that, in that case, to hold her to 
the doctrine of her executive depart- 
ments during this war might work her 
grievous injury. The Russian declara- 
tion about contraband, issued at the be- 
ginning of this war, went the old mediae- 
val and barbarous léngth of maintaining 
that any article of commerce out of 
which the other belligerent might possi- 
bly get some benefit if it reached his 
forces, was by that possibility liable to 
capture and confiscation. The doctrine 
of conditional contraband, whereby it is 
required that the questionable articles, 
not being actual munitions of war, 
should be shown to be destined to the 
support of the belligerent forces, was 
ignored by the Russian declaration, by 
the proceedings held under it by Rus- 
sian naval officers, and by the prize 
court at Vladivostok. But all these con- 
siderations have been entertained by 
the court at St. Petersburg. 

Meanwhile Russia, as a belligerent, is 
much interésted in new violations of neu- 
trality on the part of the “ Baltic Squad- 
ron.” She has undertaken, “ flagrante 
bello,” to circumnavigate the globe with 
a sguadron of which the undisguised 
purpose is to do some mischief to Japan. 
In the whole circuit of this route, Rus- 
sia herself has not so much as a coaling

‘is compelled to rely, for whatever sup- 
plies the squadron may need in transit, 
upon the uncovenanted mercies of the 
colliers and ship chandlers of neutral 
Powers, All the succor that neutrals 
may lawfully extend to the squadron 
bent on such a purpose is repairs enough 
to make the ships seaworthy, and sup- 
plies enough to enable them to- reach 
their “nearest home port.” The Brit- 
ish coal dealer, it seems, has been going 
much beyond his rights in supplying the 
Russian ships. It seems that Great Brit- 
ain, upon the representation of her ally, 
Japan, has at last put a stop to vhis 
abuse, and has put British coal dealers 
under regulation. But it also seems that 
the Russians are using the Chinese port 
of Shanghai quite as if it were a Rus- 
sian port, and are accumulating, naval 
stores there in anticipation of the advent 
of the Russian squadron. One cannot 
blame them, if they are allowed to do It. 
Now that the squadron has emerged 
from the Red Sea, its “nearest home 
port” is Viadivostok, which is or is 
about to be closed by ice, unless it pre- 
fers Port Arthur, which is notoriously 
closed by Japanese. The Russian Ad- 
miral may say, “I must live.” But not 
only Japan but neutral mankind may 
and must say, “I do not see the necessi- 
ty.” It seems clear that Russia is openly 
infringing and defying the neutrality of 
China in the use she is making of a 
Chinese port, and doing it because she 
is encouraged by China’s weakness. The 
case is clear for other and stronger neu- 
tral Powers to step in and stiffen China’s 
back, so as to prevent the use of her 
ports as if they belonged to one of the 
belligerents.

THE NEW BUILDING TRADES UNION. 

If it is possible to take the leaders of 
the local building trades seriously, and 
assume that they méan what they say, 
it looks as if they had laboriously walked 
in a circle, and after maintaining all 
Summer and until the present time a 
profitless conflict with the employers, 
had come back to the starting point. 
The Building Trades Board as now or- 
ganized claims a membership of between 
seventy and seventy-five thousand me- 
chanics, and if its Secretary, Mr. Tomp- 
KINSs, is authorized to say “ we stand for 
arbitration and trade agreements which 
will be strictly kept when made,” there 
should be no great difficulty in bringing 
the existing conditions to an end. The 
arbitration agreement which was repu- 
diated last May was intended to be fair 
and equitable to all in interest, and the 
impression gained from the attitude of 
the unions was that they did not want 
any kind of arbitration, but insisted 
upon making their own rules and decid- 
ing every question which may arise with 
reference to them, 

If the unions are now really ready to 
abide by fair arbitration and keep their 
agreements when they have made them, 
peace should be possible. How long it 
would last would be decided by the de- 
gree of good faith shown on both sides. - 


THE NEGRO’S PERIL. 

Is the negro race to be gradually driv- 
en from the Southern States? This is 
not exactly, in form, the question which 
Mr. Wiiu1aM GarRoTTt Brown places be- 
fore us in his most ‘interesting article 
on “The White Peril” in The North 
American Review, but it is the question 
his article leads a reader to ask. 

Mr. Brown is a native of Alabama, 
born since the war, educated at Harvard, 
where he has been a lecturer on history, 
a student and observer by temperament 
and profession, candid, careful, and im- 
partial in spirit. He has recently made 
a tour of the South from Virginia and 
Texas and his article records the im- 
pressions he then received. He notes 
especially three facts, the movement of 
the negroes into the towns, a movement 
toward the North, a steady replacement 
of negroes by whites in the occupations 
which the former almost wholly held 
twenty or thirty years ago, the whites 
being, in the northern parts of the 
South, from the hill districts and in the 
southern parts of the South being immi- 
grants, chiefly from Italy and Bohemia. 
In the new industrial life of the South 
due to the manufacture of cotton the 
negroes have absolutely no share; the 
only manufacturing in which Mr. BRown 
finds them engaged is that of tobacco. 
In other industries there is a distinct 
falling away of the proportion of ne- 
groes. Thus, in New Orleans in 1870 the 
City Directory showed 3,460 negroes 
working as mechanics, clerks, and foun- 
dry hands; there are not to-day 10 per 
cent. of that number in the same trades, 
some of which have been wholly lost, 
though the negro population has in- 
creased more than 50 per cent. But the 
most significant feature of Mr. BRown’s 
observations is the beginning of Italian 
and other European immigration into the 
South and its displacement of negro la- 
bor in farming, in the coarser forms of 
manual labor, in the minor industries. 
Gradually the Italians especially pre tak- 
ing up rented land and ultimately buy- 
ing it, especially in the low regions, not 
excepting the black belts of Arkansas, 
Mississippi, and Alabama. Mr. Brown 
is impressed with the fact that in the 
meantime the negroes not only possess 
a very small percentage of the land in 
proportion to their numbers, but that 
they haye ceased the progress they made 
previous to 1890, and now barely hoid 
their own. 

He attributes this unfavorable showing 
of the negroes in their inevitable compe- 
tition with the whites in part to really 
inferior capacity for work and in part 
to the obstacles they encounter in the 
system of caste which has followed the 
system of slavery and is based on much 
the same sentiment. Practically it may 
be said that the attitude of the whites 
of the South in nearly all the occupa-

except those of common laborers and 


tillers of the soil, is the attitude of 
union workmen toward “scabs.” The 
whites tend steadily toward a monopoly 
of employment and toward a general 
exclusion of negro competition. In the 
light of: the facts as this cultivated and 
trained observer sees them, the situation 
of the negroes i8 certainly not an en- 
couraging one. One thing is plain from 
Mr. Brown’s review, that the policy of 
Hampton and Tuskegee, of Dr. FrisseLL 
and Booker T. WASHINGTON and their 
faithful co-workers, is absolutely the 
only one that affords any ground for 
hope whatever. | 


TOPICS OF THE TIMES. 


—oOne of the Swiss cantons; Zurich, is 
about to try, according to report, the 
experiment, decidedly more interesting than 
hopeful, of creating a medical service fund 
by taxing every citizen 86 cents a year 
and with this money employing something 
like fifty physicians, who will respond to 
all calls without further remuneration. 
The scheme has, of course, certain attrac- 
tive features, for 86 cents a year is a sum 
that would be delightfully if it were not 
absurdly small in comparison with the 
amount which practically everybody has to 
pay each year to doctors, and there are 
not a few doctors of ability, but without 
established practices, to whom a good sal- 
ary from the Government would mean re- 
lief from weighty anxieties. There are, 
however, many grave objections to the 
plan, and American Medicine makes a long 
list of them. It places first the tendency 
of many people to run to the doctor for 
the most trival of ailments, real or imagi- 
nary—a tendency now very effectively kept 
in check by the necessity to pay a fee. If 
this were removed the chances are that an 
intolerable burden of work would be placed 
on the medical corps if it were not of a 
size impracticably large. Then, if there 
is anything about which people are partic- 
ular it is the selection of their doctors 
according to individual preferences or prej- 
udices, and it is very questionable if any- 
body would be content with the doctor al- 
lotted to him by any rigid rule of the sort 
that a State or municipality would have to 
adopt. It is suggested that this difficulty 
might be eluded by allowing persons dis- 
satisfied with the doctor assigned to them 
to secure another by paying him the usual 
fees, but the trouble with this is that the 
doctors would ‘be suspected, with or with- 
out reason, of paying more attention to the 
profitable patients than to those who gave 
nothing above the common tax. Yet, as a 
matter of fact, it is only in large cities that 


-people can choose among any considerable 


number of doctors. In the real country it 
is’ often one man or noe, and in villages, 
towns and small cities the range of selec- 
tion is not large. That, however, is some- 
how different from taking a doctor coldly 
assigned in the mechanical working of a sys- 
tem. There is little likelihood that the ex- 
periment will be a success in Switzerland, 
and: it would be a certain failure here, 
where few people are accustomed to count 
cost when their own health or that of their 
families is concerned. 


mee correspondent attempted, in a letter 
we printed yesterday, to show that even if 
Prof. CHANDLER’s figures as to the oom- 
position of Subway air were correct, they 
indicated a dangerous condition. Prof. 
CHANDLER, it will be remembered, said. 
that his investigations showed that when 
the outside air contained 20.76 per cent. of 
oxygen, that of the Subway contained 20.55 
per cent., and that the difference was a sort 
of measure of the amount of injurious 
gases. From these figures Mr. MBI=&ER, 
using a method of computation quite be- 
yond our comprehension, deduced that the 
Subway air contains 22 per cent. of carbon- 
dioxide, or five fimes the amount in nor- 
mal urban atmosphere, three times the 
limit deemed safe in schools, and much 
more than would be tolerated in homes. 
But the difference between 20.76 and 20.55 
per cent. is only 0.21 per cent., and we 
cannot believe that éither “‘ the ratio given 
by Dr. BILiines” or any other ratio would 
deduce from that difference the presence 
of 22 per cent. of cafbon-dioxide. It is 
obvious enough that the Subway air is at 
present air of very fair quality. The 
presence of: a peculiar smell, now néither 
strong tor particularly unpleasant, is 
easily explicable by other than dan- 
gerous reasons, since real dangers rare- 
ly manifest themselves in that way. 
It is Subway dust, rather than Sub- 
way air, that is likely to injure the 
health of the employés and passengers, 
and, though dust is not making itself very 
evident in the big cavérn, there is some 
of it there, as many have learned from 
mysterious ‘‘smouches” found on_ their 
hands after grasping the iron rods at the 
car doors. Lack of oxygen makes itself 
immediately manifest by a feeling of op- 
pression and a quickening of respiration. 
It is nonsense to say that anybody has 
trouble about breathing in the tunnel now. 
Some of us thought so at first, but even 
then it was probably imagination. 


—It is almost, if not quite, impossible 
to feel toward the ingenious scoundrels 
who, disguised as rural Justices, have been 
collecting blackmail from automobilists in 
the Jersey woods the indignation which 
the immorality of their acts ought to ex- 
cite in virtuous minds. At any rate, it is 
extremely difficult for those who have not 
been victimized to do so, and we more than 
suspect that many even of the victims 
have been able to mitigate their anger 
with appreciation of the humorous elements 
involved in the crime. For these new high- 
Wwaymen take laborious pains to dress the 
part they play, they use language with at 
least enough of legal phrases in it to meet 
the demands of their role, and while they 
have no right to Inflict fines, the chances 
are that in most cases the punishment im- 
posed would be just if it were fixed by au- 
thority. For there is a very general im- 
pression that all automobilists violate the 
law more or less frequently, and several 
of them, when charged with “ sorching,”’ 
have proclaimed, with a good semblance of 
sincerity, that the principal difference be- 
tween themselves and their more fortunate 
brothers is that they had been caught, while 
the others had not. And the Jersey mas- 
queraders have adopted the plan of fining 
every occupant of an automobile, Instead of 
contenting themselves with imposing the 
penalty only upon the man who held thé 
steering wheel. ‘That fs a plan which real 
Justices might seriou$ly consider, and with 
some modifications adopt. The passengers 
are in most instances the encouraging, if 
not the commanding, accomplices of the 
chauffeur when he exceeds the speed limit, 
and they ought to get a share of his dis- 
grace, as well as all of what seems to be 
his money loss. We do not approve of 
this novel form of robbery, but we can 
smile at it, just as we can at Robin Hood 
and his genial bandits.

This well-balanced mind, or har- 
monious construction of mental abilities, agrees 
with the symmetry of his brain. It is noticeable, 
however, that the left sub-frontalgyre (the mo- 
tor-speech centre) is more favorably developed 
than the same region on the right side.

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| END OF COMPARATIVEART SHOW 


One-Sided Criticism of American Paint- 
ings Rebuked. 


Criticisms of the Comparative Exhibi- 
tion of Native and Foreign Art, which will 
close next Sunday at the Fine Arts in 
West Fifty-seventh Street, have revolved 
rather tiresomely round the question of 
the adjective “Comparative,” a matter of 
the smallest importance in view of the 
fact that by general consent. the pictures 
are with few exceptions so fine that no 
one can afford to stay away. It goes 
without saying that there are in the United 
States, and even in New York,‘some for- 
eign and some native paintings which are 
not here, although their presence, in the 
place of less admirable bits of brushwork, 
would have slightly raised e average of 
the exhibition. But is it not somewhat 
absurd to insist on this, when it stands 
to reason that such must always be the 
case, given the certainty that no committee 
can be omniacient, and no set of collec- 
tors can obtain every one of the examples 
whose whereabouts they know? The lit- 
eralists appear to forget that the object 
aimed at by the Society of Art Collectors 
has been reached. The public has been 
furnished a topic for discussion which can- 
not fail to reveal to many people ignorant 
of the facts that native work labors un- 
der a disadvantage because hundreds of 
well-to-do Americans lay themselves out 
to study, understand, and eventually acquire 
foreign pictures, and do not give native 
work the attention it deserves. And the 
increased numbers visiting the galleries 
seem to be warrant for believing that the 
self-assertion in hanging modern French 
and Dutch masters pell-mell with American 
is not resented by the picture-loving public. 
Yesterday some 1,500 persons visited the 
galleries notwithstanding the snowfall. 

The curious frame of mind in which some 
people find themselves when damning our 
own painters with faint praise and holding 
up the foreign to admiration is shown in 
their condemnation of American pictures 
as influenced by foreign when a better 
acquaintance with the latter, or great- 
er candor, would compel them to make the 
same charge against the modern masters of 
Europe. They will find Turner and Corot 
and Daubigny in the Innesses, but seem to 
forget Turner’s obligations to Claude Lor- 
rain; they will talk about the Constable 
influence upon Martin without a word of 
the Dutch painters upon whom Constable 
based his start. It does not require superla- 
tive keenness to see the influence of Mil- 
let and Corot and Rousseau on some of our 
American landscapists; but what about the 
Dutch and Italians from whom these great 
French masters drew their inspiration at 
the beginning of their careers? Apparently 
they will not be satisfied because an abso- 
lutely savage and redskin method of paint- 
ing has not been envolved on this side of the 
Atlantic, unconsciously echoing therein the 
commoplaces in which the feeblest Euro- 
pean critics indulge. If La Farge and Ryder 
and Winslow Homer and Homer Martin 
offer pictures which cannot be attached 
by some “‘influence’”’ to a foreign prototype, 
they are lost, and so pass them by, because 
they cannot bracket them. It makes them 
dizzy if they are confronted by the very 
originality for which they clamor. 

We do not hear much from this very com- 
mon class of critics of Ribot’s imitation of 
Velasquez or Sir Joshua’s obligations to 
Titian or Corot’s worship of Correggio; but 
we are given to understand that it is a sign 
of inferiority in American art if it is possi- 
ble to detect a remote resemblance to Sir 
Joshua or Gainsborough in a native por- 
trait painter; or In an American painter of 
sunlight a trace of the influence of Monet 
or Renoir.

The Society of Art Collectors must be con- 
gratulated for having in a short time 
brought together so many exquisite can- 
vases, and for having begun its career with 
so much success. Next year it may choose 
a different field, and bring in many artists 
whose work for one reason or another had 
to be omitted from the 200 now shown. 
Our amateurs and artists owe them thanks 
and_ will doubtless wish them godspeed. 
The field is wide and this exhibition is 
only a beginning. It helps to remove from 
New York the reproach that outside the 
galleries of art dealers there has been scant 
hospitality in our public exhibitions for 
paintings by foreigners.

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SUBWAY GOOD REFUGE 
IN FIRST SNOWSTORM 


Crowds Flock Home That Way, 
and Are Satisfied. 


FALL PILES UP 4.3 INCHES 


Surface Cats Have Trouble—Street 
Cleaning Commissioner Finds Work 
Wagons Block Streets. 


The first stiow storm of the season visit- 
ed New York yesterday, and remained long 
enough to take things sloppy and disagree- 
able, . A@cording to official reports, four 
and thréé-tenths inches of snow fell. A lot 
of i lted before a foundation was formed, 
bit “Bs the Street Cleaning Department 
nots om the Weather Bureau report, and 
mst Fenidve the snow when it has reached 
@ fall of three inches, nearly three thou- 
sand then will start to clear away what is 
left this morning. 

The sriow came as a sort of greeting to 
Cofiithissioner John McGaw Woodbury, who 
returned from the Southland and his vaca- 
tion yesterday. He had been in the land of 
baimy airs for three weeks, and his first 
visit was to Mayor McClellan. 

“Great luck,’ he announced as he greeted 
the Mayor. ‘“I'vé been away for quite a 
while, and not a flake has fallen in my ab- 
sense. I hope this thing keeps up awhile—” 

Then the Commissioner looked out of the 
window, and the first few flakes came soft- 
ly down. The Mayor noticed it too. Both 
laughed. 

“It seems to have waited for me,” was 
the Commisisoner’s comment. ‘“ Well, I’m 
off to get ready to handle it if it keeps on 
piling up.” 

The snow kept on falling steadily from 
about 1 e’elock until 8 in the evening, 
when the wind veered around from north 
to northwest. At that time the storm be- 
came central off Cape Hatteras, and Fore- 
caster Emery said that it had passed out to 
sea, According to all the signs up to that 
lime it should have kept on snowing for 
some time longer; in fact, Mr. Emery ex- 
pected to see the early birds wading 
through the drifts this morning. 

Later in the evening Mr. Emery said that 
he expected it to get much colder soon. 

The Subway was put to Its severest test 
during the rush hours last night, and it 
came out of the ordeal with plenty to 
spare. By common consent all the hopes 
of those who lived uptown turned to the 
new road as soon as the snow began fall- 
ing, and as.it continued all seemed to make 
up their minds that in the Subway lay 
their hopes of getting to their homes with- 
out delay. ‘There was nothing to inter- 
fere with traffic there, as far as snow on 
the rails was concerned, and thousands 
who usually take the elevated roads or the 
surface cars piled down into the Subway 
stations. In spite of the jam the schedule 
was at no time seriously interfered with. 

One thing was demonstrated, however, 
and that was that something will have to 
be done to make the stairways safe. The 
Subway stairways are of iron, and the steps 
are not covered with rubber, as in the case 
of the elevated stairs. Yesterday the wind 
blew the snow down into the stations, and 
the stairways, in spite of the fact that they 
were frequently swept, were as slippery as 
glass. At the City Hall Station coarse saw- 
dust was plentifully sprinkled over the 
stairs, and, although this to some extent 
relieved the situation so far as the slipping 


was concerned, the sawdust was offensive, 
and being da ed into the cars 
layed havoc with women’s gowns. 

t was said last night that the 
management of the road was considering 
means to relieve the slippery condition of 
the stairways during storms like that of 
yesterday. 

The only serious trouble in any part of 
the Subway was on the viaduct connected 
with the elevated line at One Hundred and 
Fiftieth Street and Third Avenue. There 
were delays there on Sunday, owing to de- 
fective insulation, and the storm made mat- 
ters worse. During the rush hours there 
were delays of sufficient duration to throw 
out the schedule and create a twenty-five- 
minute interval between trains. As soon 
as the serapers got in working order and 
cleared the third rail, the trouble was 
overcome. 

On all of the elevated lines, both in this 
city and Brooklyn, there was considerable 
delay owing to the wet. snow packing on 
the car shoes and the third rail. This trou- 
ble was largely overcome last night. 

On the surface lines matters were in very 
bad shape. This was particularly true 
along Broadway and in the shopping dis- 
tricts in Sixth Avenue and Twenty-third 
Street. The first serious block had its be- 
ginning at the Battery, where a solidly 
jammed mass of vehicles made it impossi- 
ble for the cars of the various lines which 
turn there to finish their trips. This caused 
a delay of an hour. Then others occurred 
from time to time all along the routes. They 
were not caused so much by the snow on 
the tracks, but by the stalled trucks and 
falling horses. The animals suffered terri- 
bly. Few, if any of them, seemed to be 
rough shod, and they slid about helplessly. 
When they fell it was almost impossible to 
get them on their feet again. 

On Thirty-fourth Street the cross-town 
cars were blocked for nearly forty-five 
minutes between 5 and 6 o'clock. 

When the snowstorm was at its height 
the weather was particularly thick on the 
rivers. The only accident reported was 
to the steamer Tennyson of the Lamport 
& Holt Line, bound for Brazil, which 
crashed into one of two floats in tow of 
a New York, New Haven and Hartford 
Railroad tug, cutting the stern of the float 
clear away. The float was cut loose, but 
later picked up by another tug and towed

PLEAS FOR CHURCH UNITY. 


Moderator Henry Incidentally Relates a 
Story—Bishop Greer Speaks. 


“The Trend Toward Church Union” was 
the common subject of discussion at the 
annual banquet of the Presbyterian Union 
of New York last night at the Hotel Savoy. 
The union listened to Hpiscopalian, Presby- 
terlan, Methodist and Baptist speakers. 

Among those at the main table with 
Charles W, Hand, President of the Union, 
were Bishop Coadjutor Greer, the Rev. J. 
Addison Henry, of Philadelphia, Modera- 
tor of the General Assembly; the Rev. 
Edward Judson of the Judson Memorial 
Church, Bishop Fowler of the Methodist 
Episcopal Church, the Rev. W. H. Rob- 
erts, Warner Van Norden, and the Rev. 
F. E. Marsten. 

“The fact that, according to the census 
of the United States, we ve 128 Chris- 
tian denominations,” said Bishop Greer, 
“cannot be justified. It is working harm, 
and men are asking each other, ‘ t is 
this Christianity of yours, anyway?’ Let 
us fry in every way to unify the forces 
which we cah exert and remember that, in 
theory, at least, the Church is the mo her 
of all those of whom God is the Father.” . 

Moderator Henry began his speech with 
this story: ‘‘Many years ago, my little 
daughter, who had just learned to write, 
sent me a letter. gainst the advice of 
her mother, she insisted on addressing the 
envelope, and this is the way she incribed 
it: ‘J. Addison Henry, General Ass of the 
Presbyterian Church, United States of 
America.’ I was Moderator of the General 
Assembly then, as I am to-day, and she 
thought she was right.” 

Dr. Henry said he doubted whether all 
Presbyterians thought alike even upon doc. 
trinal subjects. ‘‘ Presbyterianism, wher- 
ever you find it,’’ he declared, “is a most 
tremendous and werful influence—an 
influence which affects the Nation and 
the whole world. I don’t think there is 
any greater Church than ours to-day under 
the canopy, but I do think we need @ little 
more quietness, a little more rest.” He 
advised all to stand by their ministers, 
who, while they might not be perfect, were 
endeavoring to do their duty.

NAVAL OFFICER’S TEST SUIT. 


Court Decides Against Extra Pay for 
Duty at Sea or Foreign Port. 


WASHINGTON, Dec. 5.—Justice Brown 
to-day delivered the opinion of the Su- 
preme Court of the United States in the 
case of Capt. C. M. Thothas versus the 
United States, involving the rights of naval 
officers in respect to extra pay under the 
Navy Personnel acts of 1900 and 1901. The 
opinion is in favor of the Government. 

The claim presented was that n«.val offi- 
cers who go to sea should receive 10 per 
cent. in excess of their usual pay, because 
the increased allowance is made to army 
officers who are assigned to duty at sea 
or at a foreign port, the purpose of the 
law being the assimilation of the salaries 
of army and navy officers. 

On another point in Capt. Thomas’s casé 
the court affirmed the finding of the Court 
of Claims, in which that court held that 
“*no service shall be re ed as sea serv- 
ice except such as shall be performed at 
sea, under the orders of a department 
pad in vessels employed by authority of 
aw.’’: 

This ruling was made upon a claim for 
sea pay while Capt, Thomas was proceed- 
ing from the Barbadoes to China in 1900, 
the voyage being made by merchant ves- 
sels, although under orders.

LITTLETON DECLARES 
LIGHT CONTRACTS VOID 


Because Grout Said He Was 
Forced to Deal with One Man. 


‘ 


HENCE CHARGE OF COLLUSION 


Commissioner Seeks to Know Whether 
Edison Company Is Supplying 2,000- 
Candie Power Arc Lights. 


Borough President Littleton of Brook- 
lyn declared yesterday that Controller 
Grout was bound by law to declare void 
the twenty-six lUghting contracts entered 
into by Commissioner Oakley in behalf of 
the city. . 

“The Controller asserted to the Board 
of Estimate last Friday,” said Mr. Little- 
ton, “‘ that in his negotiations with a dozen 
of the leading corporations all roads had 
led to one man, and that in coming to an 
agreement he was forced to deal with this 
single individual. Now the law states that 
each bid or estimate shall contain an affi- 
davit that it is made without any connec- 
tion with any person making an estimate 
for the same purpose, and that it is in all 
respects fair and without collusion or 


fraud. 
“If these bids were in legal form each 


one contains a statement, sworn to by the 
President or Secretary of the company 
making the bid. If the bids do not con- 
tain such a statement they are void, and 
if they do contain such a statement, they 
are void on the face of what Controller 
Grout told the Board. it would be diffi- 
cult to i ne a closer form of collusion 
than for a dozen wepoeeelly separate com- 
panies bidding for the one purpose to dele- 
gate one man to act for all. 

An examinution of the bids in the Com- 
missioner’s office shows that these legall 
required statements are attached to all 
the bids. Two of the bids were signed by 
Lewis B. Gawtry, Secretary of the Con- 
solidated Gas Company. and in each of the 
statements signed by Mr. Gawtry he de- 
elares that the bid to which it is attached 
has no connection with any other bid, and 
that no Other person or corporation was 
interested in either. 

Within the next week the electric arc 
lights of the city will be tested by City 
Inspectors to ascertain whether the New 
York Edison Company is actually supplying 
2,000-candle power arc lights to the city, 

ceording to its contract agreements. In- 

‘ormation has been furnished to Commis- 
sioner Oakley of the Department of Water. 
Supply, Gas, and Electricity to the effect 
that not one of the arc lights in the city’s 
streets furnishes op ey than a 1,200-candle 
power light, while the average would not 
run more than 1,000-candle power. 

Accord to the information which Com- 
missioner ley is about to investigate, 
there has been no such a thing as a 2,000- 
candle power electric light in the streets of 
New York in)more than a year. When the 
Edison oe concentrated all the old 
acquired power houses at its present Hast 
River station, the abandonment of the Eliz- 
abeth Street power station did away with 
the last of the old Bush lights, which gave 
a 2,000-candle power light. The abandon- 
ment of this station was practically the 

move of the Edison Company to com- 
plete its ama tion of the old lighting 
companies in hattan and the Bronx. 

Commissioner Oakley consulted with Chief 
Engineer Lacombe, who declared that a 
candle power test of an arc light was al- 
ways unsatisfactory, and that the Ameri- 
can standard test for are lights was the 
energy of the power at the arc, taken in 
watts. According to Mr. Lacombe, these 
tests of ene have been taken at various 
intervals, and always have shown the 
power to be sufficient. New tests, how- 
ever, have been ordered.

JAMES N. TYNER DEAD. 


Was Postmaster General Under Presi- 
dent Grant and Long an Office Holder.. 


WASHINGTON, Dec. 5.—James Noble 
Tyner of Indiana, who was Postmaster 
General in the Cabinet of President Grant 
and at various times Secretary of the Indi- 
ana Senate, Representative in Congress, 
First and Second Assistant Postmaster Gen- 
eral, and Assistant Attorney General for 
the Post Office Department, died of paraly- 
sis at his home in this city to-day. He was 
seventy-eight years old. 

Mr. Tyner was stricken with paralysis in 
July, 1902, and was never after that able 
to actively discharge his official duties, He 
was in a very enfeebled condition through- 
out the postal investigation, during which 
his name conspicuously figured, and which 
finally resulted in his removal from office 
as Assistant Attorney General and subse- 
quent indictment for corispliracy in connec- 
tion with a get-rich-quick concern. His 
trial last May, at which he avas acquitted, 
was a heavy strain upon his weakened vi- 
tality. 

Mr. Tyner was born in Brookville, Ind., 
Jan. 17, 1826. He had been identified with 
the Postal Service most of the time since 
March, 1861, when he was appointed a spe- 
cial agent in the Post Office Department.

A Somewhat Hectic Market Upon Gold 
Exports and the Collapse 
in Cotton. 


Wall Street had much to occupy it yes- 
terday besides the stock market. There 
was in the first place upon the Cotton 
Exchange the sequel to Saturday’s cot- 
ton crop report, with alternate surges of 
liquidation and covering by shorts tak- 
ing profits. ‘So far as the price of the 
staple goes there is little to choose be- 
tween a bull or bear debacle, but there 
is this obvious distinction between the 
collapses this year and last. Sully’s dis- 
appearance’ added nothing to the cotton 
in sight, but we are now called upon to 
lament that there is in existence more 
cotton than there had been any general 
expectation of. Nobody will go into 
mourning over this except those. who 
have contended that short crops at high 
prices are the true blessing for produc- 
ers and consumers. 

The anticipated flood of cotton bills 
fwas forthcoming, but not in volume 
enough to prevent renewed engagement 
of gold for export, to which the money 
market paid no attention. Why should 
it? There is $125,000,000 more money in 
circulation than a year ago, and a large 
present and prospective credit balance 
upon merchandise movement, not to 
mention exports of securities, since it is 
certain that the flotations which foreign 
houses are making so successfully are 
not absorbed here alone. The fact that 
we are shipping gold in a money market 
below 4 per cent. denotes a better posi- 
tion than when we are importing it in an 
8 or 10 per cent. money market, and sig- 
nifies nothing whatever regarding our 
ebility to import it at the present mo- 
ment if we wished to do so. With Chi- 
cago exchange at 20 cents premium, and 
sterling below the export point,, those la- 
menting gold exports may join those 
lamenting the large cotton crop. When 
the London price of gold and discount 


rate is softening, and the Bank of Eng-' 


land rate is unseasonably low, our gold 
is in no danger from which we cannot 
protect it at will. Our neighbors’ neces- 
sities and our abundance is the lesson. 
The wheat market was also agitated, 
rising upon reports of deficiency abroad, 
and weakening upon reports of needed 
moisture in our own fields. There were 
excellent traffic reports, those of Union 
Pacific, Canadian Pacific, and Wabash 
being conspicuous. Much was made by 
advocates of a lower range of quotations 
of some local banking troubles in Buf- 
falo. 

The result was an irregular market, 
but upon a showing of hands it must be 
admitted that the bulls had the advan- 
tage. There were specific reasons for the 
declines in Consolidated Gas and Pacific 
Mail, and the dropping of a point or 
more by stocks like Louisville and 
Northwest, or even like Amalgamated 
and Steel preferred is no cause for wor- 
riment excépt to‘itheir owners. On the 
other hand’ there:-were- numerous ad- 
vances among industrials, Leather and 
Rubber being examples, and among rail- 
ways Reading, Southern, and the South- 
west group being prominent. The vol- 
ume was large, but with the price move- 
ment so irregular it cannot be said that 
the tone left nothing to be desired, de- 
spite the advances.

GOLD EXPORTS RENEWED. 


Shipment of $1,000,000 Probably to 
Canada—More to Go Friday. 


Considerable surprise was caused in Wall 
Street yesterday by the withdrawal of 
$1,000,000 in gold bars from the Assay Of- 
fice for export. The gold was taken by 
Goldman, Sachs & Co., who recently made 
several shipments to Germany, but what 
the destination of yesterday's shipment was 
the firm stated that they were not at lib- 
erty to disclose, It was announced also that 
the same firm had engaged in advance all 
the gold bars, amounting probably to $1,- 
000,000 more, that the Assay Office might 
have ready by Friday next. The foreign 
exchange market yesterday, owing princi- 
pally to the large offerings of cotton bills, 
was decidedly easier, the price of demand 
sterling falling about 20 points to 4.8625, a 
situation which made the taking of gold 
for export appear as something of a mys- 


tery. Numerous suggestions were made as 
to the oy destination of the gold. 
Some said that South America was to get 
the gold, but the fact that bars, and not 
coin, were taken seemed to disprove that 
supposition. That the gold was intended 
for Europe seemed improbable, owing to 
the fact that no regular steamer sails for 
Europe to-day, and the gold would not be 
likely to be taken in advance. It was sug- 
gested, too, that the gold might be in- 
tended for Japan, but there were numerous 
circumstances against the correctness of 
this theory. It seems more probable that 
the gold was taken for Canada against the 
sale in this market of bills drawn on Lon- 
don by Canadian banks. It is likely that 
the Canadian banks would desire gold to 
strengthen their reserves at the end of the 
year, and additions to the -—- Ty of the 
precious metal could mos be se- 
cured from New York. Gansta as been 
selling a great deal of sterlin ng —— 
here, and is robably in a fe on to ta 
gold from New *York.

GASOLINE EXPLOSIONS 


SET AUTO GARAGE FIRE 


Lively Blaze Opposite the Metro- 
politan Opera House. 


WORKMENLEAP FROM WINDOWS 


Two Suffer Broken Legs — Broadway 
Has Excitement a-Plenty While Valu- 
abie Cars Are Being Destroyed. 


Pierre Bertel, an employe in the 
automobile garage in West Thir- 
ty-ninth Street, between Broadway and 
Sevénth Avenue, directly opposite the stage 
entrance of the ‘Metropolitan Opera House, 
was working about an automobile on the 
lower floor of the place yesterday about 
ohe o'clock, somebody dropped a_ cigarette 
stub into a pool of gasoline that had gath- 
ered, near the car. 

A sheet of flame shot up, and Bertel, his 
hair and eyebrows singed, jumped for the 
door. As he did so, the driver of a tank 
wagon that had a hose coupled to the 
machine. Bertel had been at work upon, 
whipped up his horses. 
hose connection, and as the wagon dashed 
out of- the place, the gasoline pouring ,out 
of the broken hose caught fire, and made a 
trail of flame out to

blazing serpentine 
the sidewalk. 

It was only ‘two or three moments before 
he tank caught fire and blew up with a 
loud. explosion, followed by two or three 
other explosions as the flames shot about 
among the automobiles, most of which had 
some gasoline in them. There were only 
two men besides Bertel working on the low- 
of the building, which is a two- 
and they had no means of es- 
cape but to dash where there 
were 18 or 20 men. 

These -all made for the 
jumped helter skelter to 
twenty feet below. In the 
alarm had been turned in, 
firemen arrived, several. men 
hurt and helpless on the sidewalk, and 
ambulances were summoned in a hurry 
from New. York, Bellevue and Roosevelt 
hespitals. The most seriously hurt were 
John Erskine of Weehawken, who had his 
right.leg broken, and Terence Redmond, of 
Brooklyn, who also had his right leg brok- 
en. Both were taken to the New York 
Hospital. -Louis Baptiste and John Julius 
landed on their backs and were badly 
bruised and shaken up. ‘They were taken 
to. Bellevue Hospital. Louis Hoft, Alfred 
Foley, Edward Robert and Frank 
Schmidt were hurt less, but not sériously. 
Fire Chief Croker soon arrived, and. be 
vause of the proximity of the Cadillac 
automobile garage, which adjeined the 
Standard’s, the Lee Lash scenery studios 
next to the Cadillac place, and the Metro- 
pelitan Opera House opposite, he turned 
in a seéond alarm, and in five minutes 
eight engines, three trucks and a water 
tower had come. 

More explosions of gasoline 
ing automobiles followed, ten altogether. 
Broadway, startled by the noise, soon fur- 
nished an enormous crowd, which the 
policemen on post were unable to control, 
and Inspecter Walsh called the reserves 
from the West Twentieth, West Thirtieth 
and West Thirty-seventh Street stations to 
keep the bléck clear for the firemen. 

When the fire started a big machine 
owned by John F. Murphy was being put 
in readiness for a trip to Washington, and 
the chauffeur, jumping aboard, started 
up the automobile and made for the doors. 
Just then they were closed to prevent a 
draught, but the chauffeur, without the 
machine, managed to squeeze through and 
himself. Ernest Lorenzo, one of the 
Standard’s employes, was n& Mayor Mc- 
Clellan’s 12-horse-power Decauville car 
at the first flash of the flame, and with 
the assistance of the Mayor's chauffeur, 
hurried the machine out to the street—the 
only. one that escaped damage entirely. 

The danger of the exploding gasoline 
made the fire a difficult one to handle, and 


it had communicated to the rear of the 
Cadillac garage before much could be done 
to check its headway. When the explo- 
sions ceased, however, the firemen made 
quick work of it, and it was all over be- 
tore 1:15. 

Automobile men put a higher estimate on 
the damage than did Chief Croker. The 
average cost of the forty machines in the 
place was about $5,000, and the eight that 
were upstairs were completely ruined. 
Most of those that were downstairs can be 
repaired, although they looked yesterday 
as if they were fit only for the junk heap. 
Probably the finest in the place was an 
80-horse-power Panhard racer, belonging 
to F. C. Havemeyer. This was badly 
scorched and twisted, but can be repaired. 
Another Panhard racer belonging to M. L. 
Hermann also was considerably damaged. 
A. B. Sweetland’s Decauville touring car 
was another that suffered. These ma- 
chines are valued at from $15,000 to $20,- 
000 each. All were insured. 

There was a small fire in the same gar- 
age at eight o'clock yesterday morning, 
but it was put out by employes. One of 
them said that in the last seven months 
there had been more than a dozen fires in 
the garage, for only two of which the fire- 
men were called. At one of the fires last 
Summer a valuable machine owned by 
Mr. Phipps of Pittsburg was destroyed. 

The books of the concern were burned 
yesterday, Manager R. H. Weaver said, and 
the company’s own machines, valued at 25,- 
000, were damaged. The machinery in the 
place is valued at $7,000, and the building, 
which was completely gutted, at $15,0uu. 
The Standard concern owns all the proper- 
ty but the walls of the building, which are 
owned by. John G. Wendell. 


FRONT PLATFORM HOLD-UP. 


Afternoon, Too—Doctor Too Hoarse to 
Yell After Thieves. 


While riding on the platform of a Thirty- 
Street car yesterday afternoon, Dr. 
Leo of 103 West Fifty-fifth 
Street, the house surgeon at the Home for 
the Aged, was seized by-two men and 
robbed of his wallet, which contained $50. 
Dr. Leo was then pushed into the car, and 
before he could give an alarm the thieves 
leaped from the car and mingled in the 
crowd at Broadway and Sixth Avenue. 

Dr. Leo was standing near the door and 
the platform was crowded.

BLAMED FOR JEWEL THEFT 
AND SUICIDE IN HUNGARY 


Fiance of Mail Carrier’s Daughter 
Got $23,000 and Filed Over Seas. 


ARREST MADE IN OHIO 


Prisoner Declares Detectives Who 


Sought Dr. Papp of Budapest 
Are Migtaken. 


A man who the Austro-Hungarian Con- 
Sulate here believes is Dr. Franz Papp of 
Budapest, Hungary, who is wanted in his 
home city for the alleged theft of about 
$23,000 worth of jewels, was brought to 
this city from Noffolk, Va., Saturday to 
be sent back to Hungary to face his ac- 
cusers. 

The papers from Hungary bearing on the 
case recite that Dr. Papp was the fiancé 
of the daughter of a Hungarian mail- 
carrier, who fell ill. His daughter at once 
Started to do his work, and one of the first 
packages intrusted to the girl for delivery 
was the registered one containing the 
jewels. The girl, it is said, confided to 
Papp the nature of the package she was 
to deliver and he asked her to let him 
deliver it. She did so and never saw him 
again. Her father lost his position and 
she committed suicide. 

Once in possession of the package, the 
Austro-Hungarian officials say that Papp 
opened it and got into communication with 
a woman, said to be a Mrs. Paul Imredy 
of Budapest, with whom he left the coun- 
try. The theft was soon discoyered and the 
father of the girl, in an attempt to prove 
himself blameless, told the authorities of 
the deception of which ‘his daughter was 
the victim. -The old man was pfomptly 
dismissed from the service and an order 
for Papp’s arrest issued, and a description 
of him sent to the police of Europe and 
America. It was learned that he had gone 
to Bremen and a dispatch was sent to that 
port, and, although Dr. Papp was caught 
there, and he and the woman: detained for 
several hours, they managed in some un- 
explained way to persuade the authorities 
to release them. The pair then went to 
Cherbourg and there again his presence 
was detected, but once more he escaped. 

On Novy. 6 Dr. Papp and Mrs, Imredy ar- 
rived in Heboken on the North German 
Lloyd liner Bremen as, second-class pas- 
sengers. He left the ship\and the pier with- 
out his identity being discovered. When it 
was learned by the consular representatives 
of Austria-Hungary that he had probably 
landed here, the immigration authorities 
on Ellis Island were notified, but the man 
had never comé under their supervision, 
there having been no apparent reason for 
his detention. 

The immigration authorit!+s issued orders 
to the various bureaus throughout the 
country to look out the man, as his landing 
appeared to be a clear violation of the 
law. The Austro-Hungarian Consulate 
sought the aid of the Baldwin Detective 
Agency, a representative of which concern 
finally found the man in West Virginia. 
An Immigration Inspector named Morton, 
from Norfolk, was sent to Bluefields to 
arrest Papp, but before he got there Papp 
disappeared. 

Another hunt resulted in the arrest of 
the prisoner in Cincinnati a few days ago 
and he was brought back to Norfolk Sat- 
urday night. The prisoner was taken to 
Ellis Island for detention pending the decis- 
ion as to his exact status. Should Secre- 
tary of Commerce Metcalfe find his landing 
to be illegal, he’ would be deported. Other- 
wise the Austro-Hungarian Government 
would ask for his extradition. 

The woman who accompanied the prison- 
er when he was arrested is stopping at a 
boarding house. in the city. If he is sent 
back to Hungary, she says she will go 
back with him to face his accusers. 

The prisoner says that a mistake has 
been made, but beyond this will not dis- 
cuss his case. He is a well-educated, styl- 
ishly dressed man of about thirty-five 
years,

DANGER SIGNAL SET 
FOR DEFIANT JANITORS 


Street Cleaning Department Man’s 
Garbage Separation Ultimatum. 


LAW A GOOD ONE, HE SAYS 


Moreover, There is Such a Law in. Ef- 
fect, He Declares—Maybe Some- 
body Made a Mistake. 


-“There is likely to be trouble for the mem- 
bers of the Janitors’ Society,’’ said an of- 
ficial of the Department of Street Cleaning 
yesterday, “if they do what they resolved 
to do at their meeting in Golden Rule Hall 
on Rivington Street on Sunday evening. 
There are likely to be some arrests if jani- 
tors do not separate the garbage from 
ashes. 

“‘In the first place, there must have been 
some mistake about that letter which the 
Janitors’ Society declares it received from 
Health Commissioner Darlington. Either 
there was some mistake about it or Com- 
missioner Darlington was mistaken himself 
when he said in that letter that there was 
no law to compel the separation of garbage’ 
Every policemin and janitor knows that, 
because pamphlets containing the law upon 
the subject have been freely distributed. 


More than that, the name of every janitor ; 
to whom these pamphlets were sent has 


been registered at this office. 

“In the second place, 
to us that any one who has the welfare 
of the city or the city’s health at heart 
should want to antagonize a scheme which 
has proved so beneficial to the city and so 
practical in its operation. There were han- 
died in the year 1903 about 40,000 tons of 
garbage, and 50,000 tons in 194, and every 
particle of it was turned to use and benefit 
to the city. Riker’s Island has practically 
been created by the ashes devoid of the 
garbage. The entire scheme was not in- 
@ugurated before- ordinances had ‘been 


passed requiring the separation of the garb= j, 


age. 

‘As to the danger of tuberculosis, no- 
body can. understand here why any one 
would need to separate the garbage in the 
eans. The character of the refuse is so 
distinct, it seems to us, that it appears 
unnatural to pour kitchen refuse into the 
ashes or mix paper with either. However 
this may be, we will not.relax our vigi- 
lance and insistence that the refuse shall 
be separated, and that the laws contained 
in the Sanitary Code shall be obeyed.” 

The section of the Sanitary Code bearing 
on the subject, which, printed in all lan- 
guages, has been distributed by the De- 
partment of Street Cleaning, is: 


It shall be the duty of every owner, tenant, 
lessee, and occupant of any and every building, 
or place of business in the generally bullt-up poer- 
tions of the City of New York, forthwith to pro- 
vide or cause tu be provided, and at all times 
thereafter to keep and cause to be kept and pro- 
vided, within such bullding or place of business, 

and for the exclusive use of such building or 
place of business, separate receptacles for re- 
ceiving and holding, without leakage, all the 


ashes, garbage, and liquid substances that may’ 
said 


accumulate during thirty-six hours. frem 
building or place of business, or the portion 
thereof of which such person may be the owner, 
tenant, lessee, or occupant; and every such re- 
ceptacle designed and used to hold ashes shall 
be made of or lined with some suitable metal. 

All .such materials and substances shall be 
separated and put into thelr respective recepta- 
cles, and such receptacles shall not be filled to 
within four inches of the top thereof.
